An  Oedinance  authorizing  the  Junction  Eailroad  Company  to  cross  certain 
streets  and  alleys,  and  to  lay  down  a  single  track  on  Louisiana  street  in  the 
City  of  Indianapolis. 

Dr.  Jameson  offered  the  following  motion : 

That  the  amendments  to  the  pending  ordinance,  heretofore  passed,  be 
struck  out  and  the  following  be  substituted  as  an  amendment  to  the  4th  sec- 
tion thereof: 

Provided,  That  said  Junction  Eailroad  Company  shall  not  lay  down  a  track 
on  Louisiana  street  west  of  the  east  side  of  Illinois  street;  and  if  at  any 
time  hereafter  the  Junction  Eailroad  shall  be  admitted  into  the  Union  De- 
pot and  on  to  the  Union  tracks,  and  shall  enter  therein  or  thereon,  then  all 
rights  herein  granted  for  laying  said  track  in  or  across  any  street  west  of  the 
'  side  of  Virginia  Avenue  shall  revert  to  the  city. 
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Mr.  Seidensticker  offered  the  following  as  a  substitute  for  Dr.  Ja- 
meson's motion  : 

That  the  proviso  to  section  2  of  general  ordinance  No.  134,  and  also  the 
amendments  to  section  4,  and  the  proviso  to  the  last  section  of  said  ordi- 
nance, adopted  April  27,  1868,  be  stricken  out  and  the  following  proviso  be 
added  to  section  4  of  said  ordinance: 

Provided,  That  said  Junction  Eailroad  Company  shall  not  lay  down  a  track 
on  Louisiana  street,  west  of  the  east  side  of  Illinois  street;  and  if  at  any 
time  hereafter  the  Junction  Eailroad  shall  be  admitted  into  the  Union  De- 
pot and  on  to  the  Union  tracks,  and  shall  enter  therein  or  thereon,  then  all 
rights  herein  granted  for  laying  said  track  in  or  across  any  street  west  of  the 
east  side  of  Virginia  Avenue  shall  revert  to  the  city. 

Which  was  accepted  and  adopted. 

Mr.  Brown  presented  the  following  communication : 

Indianapolis,  May  11,  1868. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

The  undersigned  companies,  forming  the  organization  known  as  the  Union 
Eailway  Company,  represent  that  they  are  advised  that  the  Cincinnati  and 
Indianapolis  Junction  Eailroad  Company  seeks  to  procure  the  privilege  of 
laying  down  an  additional  track  on  Louisiana  street  north  of  the  Union  De- 
pot, to  be  occupied  and  used  independent  of  the  other  railroads  coming  into 
the  city  and  using  the  Union  Depot.  That  this  privilege  is  sought  upon  the 
assumption  that  the  Companies  composing  the  Union  Eailway  Company  deny 
to  the  Junction  road  the  privilege  of  participating  with  them  in  the  use  of 
the  Union  Depot. 

They  represent  that  this  assumption  is  without  foundation  in  fact,  that  they 
are  willing  that  the  Junction  Company  shall  enjoy  all  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges enjoyed  by  the  other  companies  in  using  the  Union  Depot  upon  the 
same  terms  extended  to  the  companies  occupying  the  position  it  does. 

The  companies  not  forming  constituent  parts  of  the  original  union  associ- 
ation, as  for  instance  the  Lafayette  Company,  were  required  to  pay  rent  for 
the  use  of  the  Depot,  and  they  are  willing  to  extend  to  the  Junction  Com- 
pany the  same  privileges  upon  the  same  condition. 

The  companies  forming  the  Union  Company  own  the  Depot,  and  should 
not  be  required  to  extend  its  privileges  to  a  new  company  except  upon  these 
terms.  They  do  not  desire  to  impose  any  burdens  of  an  unreasonable  char- 
acter upon  the  Junction  Company,  and  do  not  think  that  extraordinary  priv- 
leges  should  be  granted  her. 

There  are  several  very  practical  reasons  why  this  privilege  should  not  be 
granted  the  Junction  Company,  as  we  have  shown  there  is  no  necessity  for  it. 

First.  The  Junction  Company  will  be  compelled  to  build  an  additional 
track,  crossing  the  existing  tracks,  thus  burdening  the  street  with  an  addi- 
tional burden  and  endangering  the  passage  of  trains.  In  addition  to  cross- 
ing the  existing  railroad  tracks,  it  will  make  an  additional  and  independent 
crossing  on  the  streets  of  the  city,  to  that  extent  increasing  the  danger  of 
passing  citizens. 

Second.  It  will  wholly  obstruct  Louisiana  street  north  of  the  Union  Depot, 
and  render  it  impossible  for  it  to  be  used  as  a  means  of  entering  and  going 
from  the  Union  Depot. 

Ihird.  It  is  a  matter  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the  traveling  public 
that  the  business  done  at  the  Union  Depot  should  be  so  controlled  as  to  pro- 
duce uniformity  of  action  by  the  railroads  centering  there.  That  there  may 
be  quiet  and  good  order,  that  property  may  be  protected,  and  that  there  may 
be  no  clashing  between  the  various  companies  and  their  employers.  The 
City  of  Indianapolis  is  largely  indebted  for  the  success  of  its  railroad  inter- 
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ests  to  the  existence  of  the  Union  Depot,  and  the  manner  in  which  business 
has  been  conducted  in  it. 

The  policy  proposed  to  be  adopted  in  favor  of  the  Junction  Company  will 
destroy  the  unity  of  interest  heretofore  existing  between  the  various  compa- 
nies entering  the  city,  and  break  up  the  system  established  by  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Union  Company.

000.  Yet  none  of  the  above  mentioned  firms  and  Banking  Companies  make 
any  return  to  the  City  for  taxable  purposes,  which  I  believe  to  be  an  evasion 
of  sections  26  and  27  of  an  act  to  provide  for  the  valuation  and  assessment 
of  real  and  personal  property,  which  requires  an  average  of  the  capital  to  be 
given  in.

And  now  I  submit  the  question  to  this  Council 
whether  a  Banker's  money  is  his  stock  and  subject  to  the  same  requirements.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — At  the  last  meeting  of  your  honorable  body,  held  Monday 
evening,  May  4th,  the  undersigned,  City  Gas  Inspector,  was  ordered,  through 
your  concurrence  in  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Gas,  ;'  to  pre- 
pare a  time  table  of  two  thousand  hours,  inclusive  of  at  least  one  hundred 
hours,  to  be  expended,  on  dark  nights,  at  his  discretion." 

In  compliance  with  the  above  order,  I  now  report  that  I  have,  up  to  this 
evening,  prepared  time  tables  for  the  remaining  months  of  the  present  year. 

Your  new  time  table  only  allowing  me  nineteen  hundred  hours  for  regular 
distribution  through  the  dark  hours  of  the  night,  I  found  myself  compelled, 
as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  calculation  of  the  times  for  lighting  and  extin- 
guishing the  lamps,  to  "rigorously  estimate  the  duration  of  the  morning  and 
evening  twilights,  so  that  they  might  be  taken  into  account.  The  lamp-light- 
ers claiming  that  they  needed  forty-five  minutes  to  do  their  task  in,  I  have 
established  forty-five  minutes  prior  to  end  of  twilight  in  the  evening  as  the 
proper  time  to  "  begin  to  light;"  in  keeping  with  the  same  rule,  they  "begin 
to  extinguish "  at  commencement  of  twilight  in  the  morning,  completing 
that  work  when  the  twilight  shall  be  forty-five  minutes  old. 

The  saving  made  by  this  careful  calculation,  and  the  use  of  all  probable 
natural  light,  give  me  a  total  diminution  from  old  time  table  for  the  6  months 
commencing  with  the  1st  instant  and  ending  with  the  last  day  of  October, 
of  only  fifty -eight  and  three-quarter  hours.  Fully  this  amount  should  be 
allowed  for  cloudy  evenings  during  that  period. 

My  table  for  the  month  of  November  is  four  hours  greater  than  the  one  it 
supersedes ;  in  the  month  of  December  I  manage  to  save  four  hours. 

During  the  winter  months,  extending,  say  from  the  1st  of  October  to  the 
1st  of  April,  there  are  many  nights  in  which  the  sky  is  clear,  and  we  have  a 
strong  starlight,  with  freshly-fallen  snow  upon  the  ground.  All  these  condi- 
tions occurring  at  once  would  render  the  artificial  lighting  of  our  streets  un- 
necessary. I,  therefore,  recommend  that  your  Inspector  be  allowed  to  make 
up  the  full  time,  whatever  it  may  be,  for  the  winter  months  and  then  be 
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empowered,  by  your  present  action,  to  order  the  lamps  not  to  be  lighted  on 
those  nights  when  the  natural  light  would  be  ample  and  satisfactory.  In  my 
judgment,  this  plan  is  the  only  one  under  which  the  lamps  could  be  lighted 
during  all  the  dark  hours  of  the  year. 

By  a  subsequent  clause  of  the  same  report  you  ordered  "  that  said  Inspec- 
tor be  directed  to  designate  immediately  such  lamps  as  shall  not  longer  be 
lighted,  in  accordance  with  the  minimum  per  square  as  per  terms  of  con- 
tract." 

In  accordance  with  this  action,  I  have,  during  the  past  week,  cut  off 

32  lamps  on  Washington  street. 

11  lamps  on  Virginia  Avenue. 

10  lamps  on  North  Pennsylvania  street. 

7  lamps  on  South  New  Jersey  street, 

7  lamps  on  Indiana  Avenue. 

5  lamps  on  Circle  street. 

6  lamps  on  Massachusetts  Avenue. 
3  lamps  on  North  Meridian  street, 
2  lamps  on  South  Illinois  street. 

1  lamp  on  North  Illinois  street, 
1  lamp  on  East  Market  street. 
1  lamp  on  East  Ohio  street. 
1  lamp  on  Kentucky  Avenue. 

Total  90  lamps;  which  at  $30  each  for  gas,  and  $2.50,  the  Gas  Company's  es- 
timated cost  for  materials  used  in  repairing  each  lamp,  and  this  cutting  off 
of  lamps  establish  a  further  saving  of  about  $3,000.

By  consent,  Dr.  Hears,  from  the  Board  of  Health,  submitted  the 
following  report: 

Indianapolis,  June  1,  1868. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

The  Board  of  Health,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  citizens  resid- 
in  the  south-west  part  of  the  city,  praying  for  abatement  of  nuisance,  &c, 
beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  carefully  examined  the  premises  whence 
the  objectionable  effluvia  issue,  and  present  it  as  their  opinion  that  if  the 
manufacturers  of  soap  and  candles,  as  well  as  those  engaged  in  the  preparing 
of  hair  and  crushing  of  bones  for  commerce,  were  restricted  by  suitable 
enactments  of  your  body,  to  the  legitimate  business  of  their  several  avoca- 
tions, there  would  be  no  cause  for  complaint  in  their  neighborhoods. 

All  these  arts  are,  it  is  well  known,  pursued  in  the  midst  of  large  cities 
unmolested,  where  the  most  rigid  police  regulations  are  enforced  against  nui- 
sance of  every  possible  description. 

The  loathsome  habit  with  most,  if  not  all,  soap  and  candle  makers  near 
the  city,  is  to  steam  the  carcases  of  hogs,  dogs,  and  other  animals  dying  from 
whatever  cause,  (the  former  often  from  cholera).  In  many  instances,  as  we 
are  assured,  they  are  kept  in  and  near  the  factories  before  subjecting  to  the 
process  of  steaming  until  partial  decomposition  has  ensued.  It  is  easy  to 
imagine  that  the  vapor  arising  from  the  seething  of  such  a  cauldron  of  putri- 
faction  would  taint  the  atmosphere  of  the  entire  neighborhood.  The  Board 
do  not  hesitate  to  recommend  the  interdiction  of  this  practice  as  an  unmiti- 
gated nuisance. 

Corrective  legislation  is  also  respectfully  suggested  in  regard  to  the  prac 
tice  of  turning  the  refuse  of  the  tanks  used  in  steaming  even  other  and  less 
objectionable  animal  matter,  commonly  collected  at  the  hotels  and  boarding 
houses,  into  open  drains,  or,  as  is  sometimes  done,  on  the  ground  in  the  rear 
of  building  used  as  factories,  without  even  the  poor  provision  of  an  open 
drain.  This  waste  material,  being  always  very  offensive  to  the  smell  when 
issuing  from  the  tanks,  becomes  exceedingly  noisome  when  exposed  to  the 
sun,  and  is  made  alive,  as  we  have  seen  it,  with  worms.  It  thus  becomes, 
during  the  warm  season,  a  fruitful  and  persistant  source  of  the  stench  com- 
plained of  by  your  petitioners. 

In  regard  to  the  bone  crushing,  which  has  been  the  occasion  of  so  much 
controvery  already,  it  is  our  opinion  that  the  only  feature  requiring  the  in- 
terference of  the  Council  is  that  of  appropriating  the  refuse  from  the  tanks 
employed  by  slaughtering  men,  to  their  use  in  preparing  bone  dust  for  com- 
merce. This  material,  which  in  its  production  and  subsequent  handling, 
occasions  the  stench  which  regales  the  olfactories  of  the  west-enders  during 
the  season  of  pork  packing,  is  transferred  in  open  wagons  to  the  bone  mill. 
It  here  undergoes  the  process  of  freezing  and  thawing  until  spring,  when, 
exposed  in  heaps  of  many  tons,  it  becomes  alive  with  vermin,  which  in  their 
turn,  having  disposed  of  all  the  animal  matter  found  in  the  mass,  die  and 
are  dried  with  the  bones  left,  preparatory  to  grinding  for  market.  From  the 
period  of  its  reception  at  the  factory  until  its  final  mixing  and  packing  with 
the  dust  prepared  from  other  dry  bones  collected  for  the  purpose,  (about  the 
first  of  June  generally,)  the  stench  arising  from  it  is  continuous,  and  in  cer- 
tain conditions  of  the  atmosphere  extremely  pungent  and  disgusting,  while 
the  extent  of  its  influence  is  dependent  upon  the  force  and  course  of  the 
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winds,  which  sometimes  waft  it  with  little  abatement  of  its  intensity  to  the 
distance  of  a  full  half  a  mile. 

An  inspection  of  the  corporation  bone  yard  developed  but  little  the  Board 
is  disposed  to  complain  of.  A  fence  around  the  premises  to  keep  the  hogs 
of  the  vicinity  from  rooting  up  and  exposing  the  buried  entrails,  (the  only 
part  of  the  animals  disposed  of  at  that  savory  institution  not  subjected  to 
the  process  of  steaming,)  is  an  improvement  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board 
greatly  needed.  This  accomplished,  with  the  adoption  of  the  trenching  sys- 
tem in  burying  the  offal,  which  we  think  should  be  strictly  enforced,  seems 
to  be  all  the  reform  at  present  demanded  there. 

The  plan  adopted  of  conveying  under  ground  to  the  river  immediately 
from  the  tank  all  filthy  refuse  matter,  cannot  be  too  highly  commended  as  a 
means  of  preventing  the  offensive  exhalations  proceeding  from  the  debris  of 
dindred  establishments  elsewhere,  and  suggests  the  idea  of  offering  all  soap 
and  candle  makers  who  feel  the  interdiction  of  carcass  steaming  an  invasion 
of  their  rights,  a  location  upon  the  corporation  property,  which,  from  its  com- 
plete isolation  and  position  upon  the  bank  of  the  river,  would  afford  them 
greatly  increased  facilities  for  disposing  of  their  offensive  offal,  and  relieve 
the  Council  from  the  necessity  of  enacting  laws  for  the  future  protection  of 
the  city  against  that  species  of  nuisance.

That  the  communication  from  the  Board  of  Health  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Revision  of  Ordinances,  with  instructions  to  prepare  an  ordinance 
prohibiting  the  continuance  of  such  business  within  the  prescribed  limits,  as 
provided  by  the  Charter.

By  referring  to  the  report  of  last  year  it  will  bo  seen  that  the  City  Debt  has  been 
diminished  $45,183  39  during  the  year,  which  is  a  larger  sum  than  was  anticipated 
by  your  committee.  Both  the  collections  and  expenditures  have  exceeded  the  esti- 
mates, while  the  reduction  of  the  debt  exceeded  the  same  calculations  more  than 
$15,000.00,  or  instead  of  reducing  the  debt  of  the  City  $30,000.00,  as  was  expected, 

it  has  been  reduced  more  than  $45,000.00  during  the  year.  The  books  of  the  Aud- 
itor and  Clerk  show  the  following  items,  making  up  the  total  disbursements  for 
current  expenses  during  the  same  period :

In  addition  to  this,  enough  ought  to  be  raised  the  present  year  to  extinguish  at 
least  the  excess  of  the  debt  above  the  amount  of  cash  on  hand,  which,  as  shown 
above,  is  $41,505.78.  Adding  this  sum  to  the  total  of  the  estimate  makes  the 
amount  necessary  to  be  collected  this  year  $231,187.03.  The  amount  of  delinquent 
tax  due  the  City  may  be  approximately  stated  at  $60,000.00,  of  which  not  more 
than  $3o,000.00  can  be  realized  this  year.  About  $6,000.00  more  will  be  received 
from  proceeds  of  fines  and  licenses.  Taking  these  two  amounts  from  the  preced- 
ing, there  remains  $195,187.03  to  be  raised  by  collections  under  the  current  levy 
of  the  year,  to  do  which  will  require  a  tax  of  one  dollar  and  ten  cents  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars  on  the  duplicate,  the  total  of  the  assessment  on  which  is  $23,593,- 
619.00. 

Also,  your  Committee  would  recommend  that  the  tax  levy  for  this  year  include 
at  least  fifteen  cents  additional  on  each  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  applied,  when 
collected,  to  the  building  of  sewers,  which  wili  make  the  whole  levy  one  dollar 
and  twenty-five  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars.  The  estimate  of  current  ex- 
penses for  the  year  is  less  than  the  actual  expenses  of  either  of  the  last  two  pre- 
ceding years,  and  it  will  require  a  rigid  effort  at  retrenchment  on  the  part  of  your 
honorable  body  to  conform  with  the  same.  This,  we  trust,  will  be  done.  The 
public  weal  demands  it,  as  well  as  good  faith  on  the  part  of  your  honorable  body, 
when  the  estimate  has  been  accepted  by  you. 

"We  herewith  report  an  ordinance  providing  for  the  annual  levy,  and  recommend 
its  passage.

"  An  ordinance  prohibiting  the  runing  at  large  of  certain  animals,  such  as 
cows,  heifers,  &c."     We,  your  petitioner,  think  had  we  more  of  the  so  forth, 
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the  cows  would  not  run  to  the  annoyance  of  His  Honor.  We  ought  to  have 
one  so  forth  to  each  Ward.  In  passing  this  ordinance  you  deprive  the  poor 
of  their  principal  support,  and  allow  Dairymen  to  extort  on  the  price  of  milk. 
Gentlemen,  you  must  bear  in  mind  you  have  all  been  dear  lovers  of  milk.  I 
do  not  wish  you  to  think  you  are  suckers  yet.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned  respectfully  asks  leave  to  represent  to  your 
honorable  body  lhat,  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  Chief  of  Fire  Depart- 
ment, he  having  no  means  at  his  control  belonging  to  the  city,  except  through 
the  Auditor's  office,  he  was  apparently  compelled  to  pay  out  of  his  own  pri- 
vate means,  at  various  times,  smalls  sums  of  money  for  articles  for  which  par- 
ties would  not  go  to  the  office  of  the  Auditor  for  pay,  such  as  Postage  and 
Revenue  Stamps,  Expressage,  Telegraphing,  Drayage,  and  various  other  small 
expenses,  a  memorandum  of  which  was  kept  until  the  night  of  the  first 
of  May,  at  a  fire  on  Pogue's  Run  and  Market  street,  during  a  violent  rain 
storm,  said  memorandum  was  so  nearly  destroyed  by  getting  wet,  as  to 
make  it  impossible  to  present  an  itemized  account  of  said  expenses;  but,  to 
the  best  of  his  knowledge,  the  total  amount  of  the  same  was  a  little  over  fifty 
dollars,  and  does,  therefore,  ask  your  honorable  body  to  grant  him  such  relief 
as  in  your  judgment  may  seem  proper  and  just.

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Mr.  Cottrell  offered  the  following  motion : 

That  the  Street  Commissioner  be  directed  to  construct  a  good  crossing  at 
the  corner  of  Virginia  avenue  and  the  intersection  of  Alabama  street,  so  ns 
to  conform  to  the  sidewalks  of  the  avenue  and  the  crossing  of  Alabama  street. 

Which  was  adopted. 

Mr,  Cottrell  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  owners  of  the  following  described  real  estate,  to-wit; 
Lot  No.  ten  (10)  of  square  No.  seventy-eight;  and  the  south  half  of  lot  No. 
nine  (9)  of  square  No.  seventy-eight  (78);  lot  No.  seven  (7)  of  square  No. 
seventy-eight  (78),  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  re- 
quired to  fill  and  drain  the  same,  as,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Council,  there  is  a 
hole  or  excavation  thereon,  in  which  water  has  or  may  become  so  stag- 
nant or  noxious  as  to  be  a  nuisance  and  injurious  to  the  health  and  com- 
fort of  said  city  and  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  that  the  Street  Com- 
missioner be,  and  he  is  is  hereby  required  to  notify  the  owners  thereof, 
as  provided  by  an  ordinance  passed  April  28,  1866,  entitled:  "  \n  ordinance 
providing  for  the  drainage  and  filling  up  of  ponds,  excavations  and  holes, 
and  prescribing  penalties  for  the  failure  to  fill  up  or  drain  the  same,"  and 
that  in  case  of  the  failure  of  the  owners  thereof  to  fill  or  drain  the  same,  the 
Street  Commissioner  proceed  to  drain  or  fill  said  excavation  as  provided  in 
said  ordinance.

Mr.  Davis  offered  the  following  motion: 

That  the  Street  Commissioner  be  and  is  hereby  directed  to  repair  the 
bowldering  on  Illinois  street,  between  Market  and  Ohio  streets. 

Which  was  referred  to  the  Councilmen  from  the  Third  Ward. 
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Mr.  Geisel  introduced  special  ordinance  No.  46 — 1868,  entitled: 

An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  grading  and  graveling  the  first  alley  east  of 
Liberty  street  running  north  and  south  between  Lockerbie  and  Vermont 
streets,  through  out-lot  54. 

Which  was  read  the  first  time. 

Mr.  Geisel  offered  the  following  motion  : 

That  William  Otte  and  Frederick  Simon  be  permitted  to  improve  the  alley 
running  alongside  of  their  lots  Nos.  35  and  36  in  out  lot  No.  54,  and  the  Civil 
Engineer  be  directed  to  set  the  grade  stakes  for  the  same,  the  same  to  be 
done  within  sixty  days  from  date. 

Which  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Henschen  presented  the  following  petition  :

Which  was  read  the  first  time,  and,  on  motion,  both  the  petition 
and  ordinance  were  referred  to  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements. 

Mr.  Henschen  offered  the  following  motion: 

That  the  Board  of  Public  Improvement,  with  the  City  Engineer,  be  and 
is  hereby  instructed  to  report  to  this  Council  some  plan  by  which  the  water 
now  running  down  the  alley  between  Waters  and  Greer  streets,  from  McCar- 
ty  street,  and  filling  up  people's  cellars,  can  be  conducted  across  Stevens  st., 
to  relieve  that  neighborhood  of  this  trouble. 

Which  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Jameson  offered  the  following  motion : 

That  the  City  Treasurer  place  in  the  hands  of  the  City  Attorney  the 
amount  awarded  to  J.  H.  McKernan  as  damages  for  straightening  Pogue's 
Run,  after  subtracting  the  benefits,  and  twenty  dollars  additional,  to  the  sum 
found  to  be  due  him. 

Which  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Jameson  presented  the  following  petition 

Indianapolis,  June  8,  1868. 
To  the  Mayor'  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — -Your  petitioner  respectfully  states  that  at  the  proper  time  for 
paying,  he  offered  to  the  City  Treasurer  the  taxes  of  the  year  1865  on  his 
property,  26  feet  on  Meridian  street  by  210  feet  on  the  Railroad,  in  square 
ninety-seven,  but 'was  answered  that  there  was  no  assessment  against  said 
property  on  the  tax  duplicate,  and  no  claim  for  taxes  of  said  year ;  and  the 
Treasurer  failed  to  receive  payment  of  the  same.  That  afterwards  said 
Treasurer  made  an  assessment  of  taxes  for  said  year  1865,  without  notifying 
your  petitioner,  and  advertised  said  premises  for  sale  for  the  taxes  for  said 
year  1865;  that  in  consequence  of  notice  by  said  advertisement,  on  the  29th 
of  December,  1866,  he,  by  his  agent,  paid  said  taxes  of  said  year — $195 — as 
assessed  by  the  Treasurer,  with  ten  per  cent,  penalty  and  interest;  that  the  un- 
just payment  of  the  penalty  wTas  made  in  consequence  of  the  failure  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  city  to  receive  the  taxes  of  said  year  on  said  property  offered 
at  the  proper  time,  by  your  petitioner.  He  therefore,  as  he  believes,  with 
good  reason,  asks  your  honorable  body  to  refund  him  the  penalty  unjustly 
claimed  and  paid  as  before  stated,  to-wit:  $19  50.  And  for  this  he  will  ever 
pray,  etc.  M.    F1TZG1BBON.

Dr.  Jameson  introduced  the  following  general  ordinance  No.  145: 

An  Ordinance  amendatory  of  an  ordinance  entitled,  "  An  ordinance  cre- 
ating the  office  of  City  Gas  Inspector,  defining  his  duties,  and  fixing  his 
salary,"  passed  February  17,  1868. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  all  the  words  and  figures  of  a  certain  ordinance  entitled,  "An  ordinance 
creating  the  office  of  City  Gas  Inspector,  defining  his  duties,  and  fixing  his 
salary,"  passed  February  17th,  1868,  from  and  after  the  first  section  thereof, 
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be  stricken  out;  that  said  first  section  is  hereby  amended  by  providing  that 
the  term  of  office  of  said  officer  shall  commence  with  the  first  day  of  June 
next  subsequent  to  the  date  of  election  thereto  (fourth  regular  meeting  in 
May  annually),  while  the  liability  of  paid  officer  to  removal  at  any  time  within 
his  tenure  shall  continue  of  force  and  effect ;  and  that  the  duties  atid  powers 
of  said  officer  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  and  to  have  been  from  the  creation 
of  said  office,  as  hereinafter  detailed. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Gas  Inspector  to  guard  the  inter- 
ests and  to  interpret  and  determine  the  rights  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  under  and  by  virtue  of  a  certain  charter 
granted  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  by  the  Common 
Council  of  said  city,  on  the  19th  day  of  March,  1866;  and  to  see  that  the 
provisions  of  the  contract  between  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  said  Gas 
Light  and  Coke  Company,  made  and  entered  into  on  the  first  day  of  May, 
1868,  for  supplying  the  public  lamps  of  said  city  with  gas,  and  for  lighting, 
extinguishing,  repairing,  and  cleaning  the  same,  as  well  as  all  other  con- 
tracts hereafter  entered  into  between  the  said  parties,  be  faithfully  carried 
out  during  the  continuance  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  The  Common  Council  shall  provide  the  City  Gas  Inspector  with 
the  necessary  office  and  suitable  office  conveniences,  and  supply  all  such 
apparatus,  instruments,  and  other  facilities  as  may  be  required  in  testing  the 
illuminating  power  and  purity  of  the  gas  furnished  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
and  the  inhabitants  thereof  by  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Com- 
pany, in  deciding  upon  the  pressure  of  the  gas  in  the  street  mains  and  at 
any  given  point  in  the  city,  in  proving  or  inspecting  and  badging  meters,  and 
in  testing  burners,  as  well  as  in  discharging  such  other  duties  as  may  devolve 
upon  the  City  Gas  Inspector  under  this  ordinance,  or  by  subsequent  enact- 
ments of  said  Council. 

Sec.  4.  All  matters  connected  with  the  burning  of  gas  by  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis in  her  corporate  capacity,  for  the  purpose  of  lighting  the  streets. 
alleys,  public  places  and  public  buildings  thereof,  including  the  locating  of 
new  street  lamps,  and  changes  which  the  Common  Council  may  order  to  be 
made  in  the  positions  of  those  already  erected,  the  preparing  and  publishing 
of  time  tables  for  lighting  and  extinguishing  said  lamps,  their  regular  supply 
with  the  full  amount  of  gas  contracted  for,  and  the  working  condition  of  the 
same,  shall  be  under  the  special  superintendence  of  the  City  Gas  Inspector. 
And  to  the  end  that  said  officer  may  fully,  completely  and  faithfully  super- 
vise the  condition  and  working  of  the  public  lamps,  the  night  policemen  of 
the  city  of  Indianapolis  are  hereby  ordered  to  regularly  examine  the  lamps 
in  their  respective  wards,  and  make  written  reports,  each  and  every  morning, 
to  the  Ciiy  Gas  Inspector,  as  to  the  number  and  location  of  all  such  lamps 
as  are  not  lighted  during  the  previous  night,  the  particular  lamps,  if  any, 
which  may  be  lighted  after  the  hour  established  by  the  time  table,  what 
lamps  remained  burning  after  the  houri  at  which  they  should  have  been 
extinguished,  and  also  such  as  were  extinguished  before  the  proper  time ; 
and  the  day  policemen  shall  carefully  examine  and  make  written  reports, 
daily,  as  to  the  number  and  location  of  all  lamps,  in  their  respective  wards, 
which  may  remain  lighted  during  the  day.  or  any  portion  thereof,  together 
with  such  lamps  as  they  may  have  noticed  as  being  out  of  repair,  and  the 
nature  of  the  injuries  thereto;  and  it  shall  also  be  competent  for  any  citizen 
of  said  city  to  notify  the  City  Gas  Inspector  as  to  the  improper  condition  or 
working  of  any  such  lamp  or  lamps,  which  may  have  come  under  his  obser- 
vation; and  the  said  City  Gas  Inspector  shall  take  cognizance  of  all  circum- 
stances thus  reported,  shall  notify  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke 
Company  of  the  same,  and,  in  case  such  contingencies  shall  have  been 
occasioned  by  the  carelessness  or  wilfulness  of  an  agent  of  said  Company, 
said  officer  shall  make  the  proper  deduction  from  the  monthly  bills  of  said 
Company,  if  the  full  amount  of  gas  contracted  for  and  belonging  to  the  public 
lamps  shall,  through  the  fault  of  said  Company,  or  their  agent  or  agents, 
not  have  been  supplied  thereto. 

Sec.  5.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Gas  Inspector  to  ascertain,  each 
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and  every  night,  by  photometrical  experiments,  the  illuminating  quality,  or 
candle  power,  of  the  gas  supplied  by  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke 
Company,  and  to  keep  a  careful  and  complete  record  of  such  observations, 
in  a  register  prepared  by  him  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  6.  The  City  Gas  Inspector  shall  also  be  provided  with  the  chemical 
tests  for  detecting  the  presence  of  sulphuric  acid,  carbonic  acid  ammonia, 
and  other  non-inflammable  or  poisonous  principles,  if  such  there  should  at 
any  time  happen  to  be,  in  the  gas  furnished  by  said  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Com- 
pany, and  shall,  as  often  as  he  may  de^m  proper  or  necessary,  conduct  experi- 
ments to  this  end,  recording  the  results  of  the  investigations  upon  his  Regis- 
ter of  Photometrical  Experiments,  and  notifying  said  Gas  Light  and  Coke 
Company,  if  the  adulteration  be  detrimental  to  life  or  health,  or  such  as  to 
impair  the  illuminating  properties  of  the  gas. 

Sec.  7.  As  soon  as  provided  with  a  Pressure  Register,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  City  Gas  Inspector  to  duly  record,  for  each  and  every  period  of  twenty- 
four  hours,  the  minimum,  maximum,  and  average  pressure  of  the  gas  in  the 
street  main  nearest  his  office.  He  shall  also,  from  time  to  time,  by  pressure 
gauge,  take  the  pressure  at  each  and  every  street  lamp,  and  he  shall  compare 
and  adjust  such  notings  with  the  pressure  as  shown  by  the  Pressure  Register 
at  his  office,  and  make  entry  thereof  in  a  book  which  he  shall  keep  especially 
for  the  memoranda  required  by  the  terms  of  this  section. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  furthermore  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Gas  Inspector  to  ex- 
amine into  and  prove  the  accuracy  or  inaccuracy  of  each  and  every  meter 
set  up  or  to  be  set  up,  employed  or  to  be  employed,  by  the  Indianapolis  Gas 
Light  and  Coke  Company  for  the  measurement  and  sale  of  gas  to  the  City 
of  Indianapolis  and  the  inhabitants  thereof;  and  to  every  meter  that  shall  be 
by  him  passed  as  correct,  said  City  Gas  Inspector  shall  attach  securely,  and 
in  sueh  a  manner  that,  without  destroying  the  badge  or  injuring  one  or  both 
of  the  impressions  in  wax  of  his  private  seal,  which  shall  constitute  a  part  of 
the  attachment  of  the  badge  to  the  meter,  the  works  of  the  same  can  not  be 
gotten  at  and  tampered  with,  an  official  Inspection  Badge,  upon  which  shall 
be  stamped,  printed,  or  written  the  title  of  his  office,  the  date  of  making  the 
inspection,  and  the  number  of  said  badge;  and  when  any  meter  shall,  by  said 
City  Gas  Inspector,  be  proven  inaccurate,  he  shall  place  the  fact  of  rejection, 
in  characters  or  marks,  understood  by  himself,  upon  the  same,  and  it  shall, 
thereafter,  be  both' unlawful  and  punishable  by  line,  as  provided  in  section 
10  of  this  ordinance,  to  use  any  such  meter  for  the  measurement  and  sale  of 
gas  until  its  works  shall  have  been  adjusted  and  made  correct,  the  said  me- 
ter re-submitted  to  proof  at  the  hands  of  said  officer,  and  by  him  accepted 
and  properly  badged.  And  it  shall  be  within  the  power  of  any  citizen  whose 
meter  has  been  proven  to  have  recorded  against  him  in  any  amount  over  the 
standard  margin  (3  per  cent.)  allowed  by  this  ordinance,  to  show,  by  the  bills 
or  by  the  books  of  the  said  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  the  quantity  of 
gas  measured  to  him  through  such  rejected  meter,  and  then  to  require  the 
City  Gas  Inspector  to  compute  the  overcharge  thus  made  against  the  consu- 
mer, by  said  Company ;  and  said  citizen  may  then  enter  a  suit  against  the 
President.  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Superintendent  of  the  said  Gas  Light 
and  Coke  Company  in  the  corporate  name  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and 
may  summon  the  City  Gas  Inspector  to  testify  in  such  case  as  an  expert,  and 
the  testimony  of  said  officer  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  in  the  case,  and  so 
taken  and  received  by  the  Judge  of  the  City  Court,  in  which  Court  only  such 
trial  shall  be  had  ;  and  the  said  City  Judge  shall  assess,  as  a  penalty,  against 
either  or  all  of  the  above  named  officers  of  said  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Com- 
pany, the  amount  of  overcharge  thus  proven.  But  no  recovery  shall  be  had, 
on  the  part  of  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  for  supplying 
a  greater  quantity  of  gas  than  they  shall  have  received  pay  for,  should  the 
meter  used  be  found,  upon  proof  by  the  City  Gas  Inspector,  to  record  against 
said  Company,  since,  by  the  terms  of  their  charter,  said  Company  are  bounden 
to  correctly  measure  their  gas. 

Sec.  9.  No  meter  shall,  by  said  City  Gas  Inspector,  be  passed  as  correct, 
and  have  bis  official  inspection  badge  attached,  which  varies  more  than  three 
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(3)  per  cent,  from  the  standard  measure  of  a  cubic  foot;  or,  in  other  words, 
is  capable  of  recording  more  than  three  (3)  cubic  feet  in  one  hundred  (100) 
cubic  feet  against  either  the  consumer  or  the  Gas  Company.  (The  standard 
cubic  foot  of  illuminating  gas  is  equal  to  sixty-two  and  three  hundred  and 
twenty-one  thousandths  (62.321)  pounds  avordupois  of  distilled  or  rain  water, 
weighed  in  air  of  the  temperature  of  sixty-two  degrees  Fahrenheit,  the  ba- 
rometer being  at  twenty-nine  and  one-half  (29£)  inches.) 

Sec.  10.  After  the  first  day  of  June,  1869,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the 
Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  to  set,  or  cause  to  be  set  or  used, 
any  meter  for  the  measurement  and  sale  of  their  gas,  unless  the  same  shall 
have  been  inspected,  badged  and  sealed  by  the  City  Gas  Inspector  in  the 
manner  required  by  this  ordinance.  Any  and  every  violation  of  this  section 
by  the  said  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  or  her  agents,  shall  subject  the 
President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Superintendent  of  said  Company  to  pros- 
ecution therefor  before  the  City  Judge  of  said  city;  and  on  conviction 
thereof,  the  City  Judge  shall  assess  against  said  President,  Secretary,  Treas- 
urer, and  Superintendent  of  said  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every  such 
offence. 

Sec.  11.  All  new  meters  at  any  time  procured  by  the  Indianapolis  Gas 
Light  and  Coke  Company,  as  well  as  all  meters  which  they  may  at  any  time 
repair  or  have  repaired,  and  such  meters  as  may  at  any  time  after  the  passage 
of  this  ordinance  be  in  their  possession  and  not  in  use,  shall,  before  the  same 
are  set  up  and  employed  for  the  measurement  and  sale  of  their  gas,  be  by 
them  brought  to  the  office  of  the  City  Gas  Inspector,  and  there  submitted 
to  the  personal  inspection  of  said  officer;  and  the  said  Gas  Light  and  Coke 
Company  shall  also,  as  rapidly  as  the  City  Gas  Inspector  can  conveniently  dis- 
pose of  the  same,  and  before  the  first  day  of  June,  1869,  detach  from  their 
connections,  bring  to  his  office,  and  have  proved  by  the  City  Gas  Inspector, 
all  meters  at  this  time  employed  for  the  measurement  and  sale  of  their  gas; 
and  the  fees  allowed  the  City  Gas  Inspector  by  section  19  of  this  ordinance, 
for  proving,  badging  and  sealing  meters,  shall  be  paid  to  him  by  said  Gas 
Light  and  Coke  Company. 

Se  ft  12.  If  at  any  time  after  one  year,  and  within  five  years,  of  the  date  of 
proving,  by  the  City  Gas  Inspector,  of  any  meter  belonging  to  and  used  by 
the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  any  consumer,  or  said  Com- 
pany, shall  doubt  its  then  accuracy,  the  said  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company 
shall  detach  such  meter  from  its  connections,  and  bring  the  same  to  the  office 
of  the  City  Gas  Inspector,  when  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  officer,  in  the 
presence  of  the  consumer  and  an  agent  of  said  Company,  to  re-inspect  the 
same;  and  if,  upon  such  re  inspection,  the  meter  shall  prove  to  be  correct, 
the  party  requesting  the  re-inspection  shall  pay  to  the  City  Gas  Inspector  the 
fee  allowed  for  proving,  badging,  and  sealing  meters  by  section  19;  but  if 
proven  incorrect,  the  said  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  shall  pay  such  fee, 
and  shall  furnish  and  set  up  for  said  consumer,  without  any  charge  whatever, 
another  meter,  which  said  meter  shall  have  been  then  recently  proved,  badged, 
and  sealed  by  said  city  officer. 

Sec.  13.  No  charge  shall  be  made  by  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke 
Company  for  disconnecting  meters,  and  bringing  them  to  the  office  of  the 
City  Gas  Inspector,  nor,  after  they  shall  have  been  duly  proven,  badged,  and 
sealed,  for  re-setting  the  same;  but,  if  the  said  Company  shall  refuse,  upon 
the  written  request  of  any  consumer,  to  detach  his;  (the  said  consumer's) 
meter,  and  deliver  the  same  at  the  office  of  the  City  Gas  Inspector,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  said  officer  to  both  disconnect  and  re-adjust  said  meter,  with  or 
without  the  consent  of  said  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company;  and  for  such 
extraordinary  services  by  said  City  Gas  Inspector,  the  said  Company  shall  be 
liable  for  and  shall  pay  a  fair  compensation  for  the  time  and  labor  of  said 
officer,  as  well  as  all  other  expenses  thereby  incurred. 

Sec.  14.  The  City  Gas  Inspector  shall  keep  at  his  office,  in  a  Register 
specially  intended  for  such  purpose,  a  full  and  correct  record  of  all  meters 
by  him  provided,  and  in  which  said  Register   he  shall  set  forth  the  date  of 
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inspection,  the  inspection  No.,  the  No.  of  the  Inspection  Badge  attached,  the 
name  of  the  party  for  whom  proved,  the  maker's  name  and  No.,  the  size  in 
"lights,"  whether  "dry"  or  "wet,"  the  result  of  the  test  in  per  centage 
"  fast"  or  "slow,"  and  such  other  facts  as  will  perfectly  identify  each  meter 
proved,  and  give  the  date  and  result  of  the  inspection. 

Sec.  15.  At  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  Common  Council  in  each 
month,  or  oftener,  if  by  the  Common  Council  so  directed,  the  City  Gas  In- 
spector shall  present  to  said  Council  a  summary  statement  of  the  labor  per- 
formed by  him  during  the  period  then  ended,  in  which  said  statement  he 
shall  also  embody  the  aggregate  deficit  in  gas  supply  (see  section  4),  the 
average  candle  power  of  the  gas  (see  section  5),  the  minimum,  maximum,  and 
average  impurity  of  the  gas  (see  section  6),  the  minimum,  maximum,  and 
average  pressure  of  the  gas  in  the  street  main  nearest  his  office  (see  section  7), 
the  total  number  of  meters  by  him  proved  and  the  results  of  such  inspec- 
tions (see  sections  8  et  seq.),  together  with  such  other  matters  as  in  his  judg- 
ment might  prove  interesting  to  said  Council  or  of  importance  to  private  gas 
consumers. 

Sec.  16.  The  City  Gas  Inspestor  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  each  month 
hereafter,  estimete  the  amount  of  gas  consumed  during  the  previous  month 
by  the  street  lamps,  and  also  in  connection  with,  and  accompanied  by, 
an  agent  of  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  on  the  said  first 
day  of  each  month,  said  officer  shall  take  the  statements  of  all  meters  used 
for  the  measurement  of  gas  burned  by  the  city  of  Indianapolis  in  her  public 
offices,  engine  houses,  &c, ;  and  said  officer  shall  compare  his  estimate  and 
statements,  thus  made  and  taken,  with  the  monthly  account  rendered  by 
said  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  and  certify  such  account  as  correct,  or 
else  report  the  error  or  errors  in  such  account;  and  the  certificate  of  the  City 
Gas  Inspector  shall  be  taken  by  the  City  Clerk  as  evidence  as  to  the  quantity 
of  gas  consumed,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  city 

Sec.  17.  The  City  Gas  Inspector  may  also,  upon  request  of  any  private  gas 
consumer,  take  the  statement  of  the  gas  by  him  (said  citizen)  consumed  from 
the  faces  of  his  (said  consumer's)  meter;  and  the  figures  thus  given  by  said 
officer  shall,  at  all  times,  be  considered  accurate  and  final,  and  be  evidence  as 
to  the  correctness  or  incorrectness  of  the  statement  taken  by  the  agent  of  the 
Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company. 

Sec  18.  It  shall  also  be  competent  for  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  for  its 
corporate  benefit,  and  for  any  dealer  in  gas  burners  or  private  citizen,  for  his 
individual  benefit,  to  have  the  City  Gas  Inspector  test  the  capacity  of  gas 
burners  by  and  upon  the  apparatus  furnished  by  the  city  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  19.  For  and  in  consideration  of  all  services  rendered  to  the  city  of 
Indianapolis  in  her  corporate  capacity,  the  said  City  Gas  Inspector  shall  re- 
ceive from  the  city  treasury  an  annual  salary  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  payable  quarterly  as  the  salary  of  other  city  officers  ;  and,  in  addition 
to  the  above  declared  salary,  said  officer  shall  be  entitled  to  the  following 
fees,  to  be  paid  by  the  party  for  whom  such  service  is  rendered,  except  as 
hereinbefore  provided  :  for  proving,  badging,  and  sealing  each  meter*  the 
sum  of  fifty  cents;  for  each  meter  statement  taken,  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
cents;  for  testing  burners,  the  sum  of  five  cents  each:  and  for  any  extraor- 
dinary service  such  just  compensation  as  may  be  decided  upon  at  the  time 
it  may  be  rendered. 

Which  was  read  the  first  time  and  referred  to  the  City  Attorney  and 
Gas  Inspector.

That  there  are  now  in  the  employment  of  the  Board,  and  have  been  dur- 
ing the  year,  62  Teachers,  whose  aggregate  compensation  is  $3,500  per  month, 
or  for  the  school  year  of  ten  months  $35,000. 

That  for  the  school  year  commencing  in  September,  1868,  some  16  addi- 
tional teachers  will  be  required,  which  number,  at  the  average  rate  of  com- 
pensation now  allowed,  will  involve  a  largely  increased  per  cent,  of  expendi- 
ture for  tuition. 

That  the  total  revenue  apportioned  to  the  City  under  the  General  School 
Law  of  the  State,  is  but  $22,500,  per  annum,  for  tuition  purposes,  which  sum, 
it  is  obvious  to  your  Honors,  is  entirely  inadequate  to  the  maintainance  of 
your  schools  at  the  present  rate  of  efficiency.  In  view  of  these  facts,  we,  the

Your  petitioners  would  respectfully  show  that  at  a  former  meeting  of  your 
honorable  body  an  ordinance  was  passed  authorizing  the  opening  of  Walnut 
street  from  Tennessee  street  to  Mississippi  street.  Your  petitioners  would 
also  show  that  this  portion  of  Walnut  street  passes  through  a  bearing  orchard 
of  fine  trees,  and  that  it  would  be  a  great  loss  to  the  owners  to  have  them 
destroyed.  Your  petitioners  would  also  show  the  street,  before  it  is  graded, 
could  not  be  used  for  general  purposes  even  if  opened  out  for  travel.

Indianapolis,  June  22,  1868. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  the  direction  of  the  Council,  we  made  a 
survey  of  out-lots  178,  179,  180  and  181  for  the  purpose  of  locating  East,  Jack- 
son. Broadway  and  Plum  streets. 

The  cause  of  the  difficulty  in  this  part  of  this  city  was  pointed  out  in  a  re- 
port made  to  the  Council  on  July  30,  1866.  At  that  time  the  Council  adopted 
a  motion  directing  the  Civil  Engineer,  in  connection  with  two  of  the  under.- 
dersigned,  to  report  a  plan  for  remedying  the  irregularities  in  the  measure- 
ments of  these  out-lots. 

The  parties  were  not  notified  of  the  action  of  the  Council,  and  knew  noth- 
ing about  it  until  long  after,  and  nothing  was  done.  No  disrespect  to  the 
Council  was  intended. 

The  present  survey  shows  that  there  is  ground  enough  between  New  Jer- 
sey street  and  Massachusetts  Avenue,  measured  along  the  north  line  of  St. 
Clair  street,  for  all  the  lots,  streets,  and  alleys.  And  we  recommend  that 
Broadway,  Jackson  and  East  streets,  at  their  intersection  with  St.  Clair,  and 
the  south  end  of  Plum  street,  be  located  at  the  distances  from  New  Jersey 
street  which  are  given  on  the  recorded  plats  of  the  subdivisions  of  out-lots 
178  and  181,  being  the  same  distances  which  are  given  on  the  plat  accompa- 
nying this  report.  We  also  recommend  that  the  same  streets,  at  their  inter- 
section with  Cherry  street,  be  located  at  the  distances  from  Fort  Wayne  Ave- 
nue which  are  given  on  the  accompanying  plat,  and  that  the  streets  be  run 
straight  through  the  points  thus  established. 

This  arrangement  would  give  every  lot  owner  his  full  quantity  of  ground, 
and  some  of  them  a  little  more,  would  make  every  street  the  required  width; 
and  would  not  narrow  any  alley  so  as  to  seriously  injure  it.  The  changes  are 
such  as  are  usually  made  under  similar  circumstances,  and  require  no  special 
legislation: 

This  settlement  would  affect  the  improvements  more  or  less  on  all  the 
streets. 
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The  north  end  of  East  street  is  right;  at  St.  Clair  street  it  is  \\  feet  too 
far  east.  On  the  west  side  the  improvements  are  all  in  the  street;  on  the 
east  side  they  are  all  out  of  the  way.  East  street  has  been  graded  and  grav- 
eled, and  if  it  is  located  in  the  manner  mentioned,  a  change  in  the  sidewalks 
and  gutters  would  be  necessary.  These  changes  could  be  avoided  by  moving 
the  street  at  St.  Clair  4£  feet  further  east  and  Jetting  the  north  end  remain 
as  it  is  and  running  it  straight  from  one  point  to  the  other.  This  change  we 
had  no  power  to  make. 

The  south  part  of  the  alley  between  East  and  New  Jersey  streets  is  too  far 
east,  and  should  the  street  be  changed  a  corresponding  change  in  the  alley 
might  be  made. 

On  Jackson  street  there  is  nothing  in  the  way  but  a  few  fences. 

On  Broadway  there  is  a  one-story  frame  house  about  two -feet  in  the  street. 

On  Plum  street  there  is  no  improvements  of  any  importance  in  the  way, 
except  a  two-story  brick  house  on  the  corner  of  Plum  and  Massachusetts 
Avenue  which  is  4}  feet  in  Plum  street.  No  change  in  the  location  of  the 
street  would  remedy  this  error,  that  would  not  be  a  serious  injury  to  adja- 
cent owners. 

Should  this  location  of  East,  Jackson,  Broadway,  and  Plum  streets  be  es- 
tablished, we  recommend  that  the  center  lines  of  the  streets  be  permanently 
marked,  and  a  plat  similar  to  the  one  enclosed  be  recorded  in  the  County 
Recorder's  Office

.As  the  ordinances  now  in  force  for  the  government  of  said  markets  are  con- 
strued, it  gives  any  person  the  right,  by  the  payment  of  a  sum  in  proportion 
to  the  rate  charged  annually  for  stalls,  to  take  out  a  license  for  three  months 
or  more  for  the  sale  of  cut  meats  on  the  outside  of  the  market  houses.  By 
this  means  the  city  is  deprived  of  the  rentage  of  a  large  number  of  stalls, 
or  their  equivalent,  for  three-fourths  of  the  year,  as  these  "outsiders"  can 
only  sell  but  a  few  months. 

By  stopping  the  sale  of  vegetables  and  meats  at  any  butcher  shop  or  gro- 
cery house  within  the  corporate  limits  during  a  specified  time,  it  renders  it 
necessary  that  people  should  attend  markets  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
fresh  family  supplies.  In  all  cities  of  any  size  grocers  and  butchers  are  strict- 
ly prohibited  from  selling  garden  products  or  meats,  during  market  hours, 
outside  of  the  Market  Squares,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  such  a  prohibition 
should  be  strictly  enforced  here.

Gentlemen: — The  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  compro- 
mise and  adjustment  of  certain  actions  against  the  city,  respectfully  submit 
the  following  report: 

The  committee  adjusted  said  actions  upon  the  terms  contained  in  a  written 
agreement  executed  by  the  plaintiffs  in  said  actions,  and  your  committee  on 
behalf  of  the  city,  a  copy  of  which  we  transmit  herewith. 

Your  committee  respectfully  represent  that  in  their  judgment  the  adjust- 
ment is  highly  advantageous  to  the  city,  as  no  costs  or  expenses  beyond  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  is  paid  by  the  city,  and  the  sewer  pro- 
vided for  is  one  which  could  not  be  left  unprovided  without  subjecting  the 
city  to  continual  and  harrassing  litigation,  Its  necessity  is  urgent  and  im- 
perative. If  the  complainants  had  succeeded  in  recovering  judgment  for 
barely  nominal  damages,  the  costs  alone  would  have  exceeded  the  sum  the 
city  has  agreed  to  pay,  and  in  agreeing  to  construct  the  temporary  sewer 
nothing  more  is  undertaken  than  what  must  in  any  event  have*  been  done 
within  a  very  brief  period  to  prevent  the  continual  washing  away  of  lots  ad- 
joing  Virginia  River. 

Your  committee  respectfully  recommend  that  a  wooden  sewer  be  construct- 
ed as  agreed,  and  that  the  Civil  Engineer  be   instructed   to  prepare  proper 
plans  and  specifications,  and  to  advertise  for  proposals  therefor.

I  would 
further  recommend  and  ask  that  at  least  one  of  the  watchmen  on  the  tower 
be  retained,  for  the  present,  to  watch  during  the  night,  say  from  11  P.  M.  to 
5  o'clock  A.  M.,  until  this  system  has  been  more  thoroughly  tried. 

I  understand  that  some  time  since  bids  were  received  for  the  removing  of 
the  old  bell  tower  to  the  No.  2  engine  house,  and  that  the  bids  for  doing  this 
work  were  near  eight  hundred  dollars.  I  would  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  front  part  of  the  No.  2  engine  house  is  in  a  bad  condition,  and 
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that  said  part  of  building  will  have  to  be  rebuilt  before  long.  Should  you 
direct  to  have  the  alarm  bell  removed,  I  would  ask  that  you  would  take  into 
consideration  the  rebuilding  of  the  front  part  of  said  engine  house,  with  a 
view  of  placing  the  bell  on  the  same.  This  would  make  the  location  perma- 
nent, and  at  the  same  time  put  the  house  in  good  condition,  and  the  cost 
would  be  comparatively  but  little  more  than  the  removing  of  the  old  tower. 

J  would  also  call  your  attention  to  a  resolution  passed  by  your  honorable 
body,  instructing  the  engineer  to  sink  a  pipe  or  tube  into  the  earth  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  a  supply  of  water  for  fire  purposes,  and  state  that  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  to  procure  the  tools  now  used  by  the  Indianapolis 
Has  Light  it  Coke  Company  for  the  same  purpose,  but  I  am  unable  to  teli 
how  soon  these  tools  can  be  had.  Their  well,  being  now  93  leet  deep,  hasy as 
yet,  failed  to  furnish  enough  water  to  supply  an  engine.  Should  you  desire 
io  have  this  work  done  at  once,  then  the  necessary  tools  will  have  to  be 
made.     1  ask  for  instructions  in  this  matter. 

I  wTould  also  report  that  the  No.  2  engine  has  been  thoroughly  overhauled 
and  repainted,  and  will  be  in  service  within  a  few  days,  there  being  then 
three  good  engines  in  service,  one  to  each  company,  and  with  the  arrange- 
ment of  the  telegraph,  there  will  be  no  further  necessity  of  running  the 
whole  department  to  all  the  alarms.  I  would  therefore  recommend  that  the 
different  companies  attend  alarms  given  from  the  following  boxes,  unless 
called  out  by  giving  a  second  alarm,  or  other  signal  given  by  the  Chief  En- 
gineer, as'  follows :

The  hook  and  ladder  wagon  and  extra  hose  reel  to  attend  all  alarms,  by 
this  arrangement  there  would  be,  at  most  times,  one  company  at  the  house, 
thereby  saving  the  wear  and  tear  of  apparatus  and  horses. 

1  would  further  state  that  Mr.  Yelton,  the  officer  appointed  to  take  charge 
of  the  telegraph,  must  necessarily  be  away  from  the  engine  house  many 
times,  and  in  case  of  an  alarm,  could  not  be  there  to  drive  out  the  hose  reel, 
which  was  also  made  a  part  of  his  duty.  II'  desired  to  drive  this  reel  to  all 
tires,  it  will  be  necessarv  to  employ  some  person  for  this  purpose. 

1  would  further  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  passing  an  ordinance 
for  the  regulation  and  government  of  the  fire  department,  prescribing  the 
duties  of  officers  and  members,  there  being  no  ordinance  now  on  that  subject. 

Allow  me  also  to  urge  the  necessity  of  building  more  cisterns,  and  recom- 
mend that  cisterns  holding,  not  to  exceed  six  hundred  barrels,  are  best 
adapted   lo  our   purpose.     They  are  more  easy  to  be  built  secure,  and  are 
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large  enough  for  ail  parts  of  the  city,  except  where  there  might  be  a  large 
number  of  'business  and  manufacturing  establishments,  and  we  could  build 
two  cisterns  of  that  capacity  for  the  same  amount  that  it  would  cost  to  build 
one  to  hold  twelve  hundred  barrels.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  ordinance  gov- 
erning Markets,  I  herewith  submit  a  report  for  the  quarter  ending  July  1st, 
1868. 

During  the  two  months  of  my  official  term  I  have  rented  at  the  East  Mar- 
ket  House  stalls,  benches,  and  posts,  as  follows: 

On  the  inside,  25  stalls;  24  for  one  year,  and  one  for  11  months.  On  the 
south  side,  18  benches  have  been  rented  to  Gardeners,  two  on|the  north  side, 
and  one  on  the  east  end.  The  Coffee  stands  on  the  north  side  were  retaken 
by  the  former  lessees,  Mrs.  W.  Cox  and  Wm,  Koehler. 

The  west  end,  as  usual,  has  been  taken  up  by  fish  men,  and  were  rented  to 
Messrs.  Haynes  <fe  Suddith,  Dan.  Thompson,  S.  M.  Sowders,  and  J.  H.  Van- 
ben  thuy  sen,  at  $5  each. 

Permits  for  posts  on  south  side  have  been  issued  until  Sept.  12,  1868,  to 
Aug.  Emereich,  F.  Emereich,  Phillip  Woerner,  and  Mrs.  Joseph  Schull,  at 
$1.25  each,  the  same  running  3  months.  One  permit  was  also  issued  to  A.  F. 
Goff,  which  expires  at  same  date  with  the  former  ones,  and  which,  on  ac- 
count of  "back  rations"  not  settled  for,  cost  that  gentleman  five  dollars. 

Permits  for  "outside  carving"  of  meats  were  also  issued  to  Crosby  &  Gar- 
diner, John  Shafer,  James  Siegmann,  Duvall  Campbell,  John  Riggs,  H.  J. 
Pullim,  W.  W.  Thomas,  W.  H.  II.  Shanks,  Thomas  Davis,  and  David  Wechs- 
ler.  The  "back  ration"  business  cost  Davis  $6.25,  besides  the  same  amount 
for  present  license.  None  of  these  "outside  institutions"  have  permits  run- 
ning longer  than  September  12,  and,  on  account  of  there  being  some   12  or 
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13  stalls  vacant  on  the  inside,  I  hope  never  will  have  unless  said  stalls  are  all 
taken  up. 

But  one  arrest  of  any  consequence  has  been  made  by  me.  David  Wechs- 
ler  was  brought  to  grief  on  Tuesday  morning,  June  23,  for  selling  "fallen 
meats."  On  the  Monday  following  the  trial  was  concluded  before  Judge 
Scott,  and  resulted  in  the  conviction  and  fine  of  $25  and  costs.  First-rate 
meat  has  been  the  "  order  of  the  day"  ever  since. 

On  the  first  Wednesday  in  June  the  West  Market  House  was  resurrected, 
and  a  weakly  commencement  in  the  market  business  inaugurated ;  and,  al- 
though appearances  are  yet  decidedly  sickly,  it  is  thought  that  a  good  mar- 
ket will  be  built  up.  I  have  rented  15  inside  stalls ;  13  benches  on  the  soutfy 
side,  and  10  on  the  north  side,  to  Butchers  and  Gardeners,  at  prices  ranging 
from  50  cents  to  $1.10  each.  Also,  one  stall  on  the  inside  for  the  sale  of  fish, 
and  three  "  places"  on  the  east  end  for  the  same  purpose. 

On  the  13th  of  June,  through  the  assistance  of  the  Committee  on  Markets, 
and  an  order  of  the  Common  Council  to  that  effect,  a  Saturday  Evening  Mart- 
inet was  started  at  the  West  Market  House,  commencing  at  4£  o'clock.  It 
bids  fair  to  become  a  very  popular  institution,  and  is  already  well  patronized. 

I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  dilapidated  condition  of  the 
roof  of  the  West  Market  House.     In  many  places  it  has  broken  through. 

A  well  of  good  water  is  also  badly  needed,  there  being  none  of  easy  access 
within  a  square's  distance. 

One  and  a  half  gross  of  meat-hooks  have  been  put  in  at  both  Market 
Houses,  and  still  the  number  is  insufficient. 

A  few  new  meat  blocks  are  needed,  especially  at  the  East  Market  House, 
as  several  now  in  use  have  rotted  so  badly  as  to  be  unfit  for  service. 

By  permission  of  the  Treasurer  I  signed  quite  a  number  of  the  receipts. 
This  was  done  in  order  to  collect  from  those  who  were  a  little  slow  in  "  mark- 
ing time,"  and  some  of  which  were  in  the  habit  of  leaving  their  "  truck  for 
sale"  in  charge  of  the  boy  whenever  they  saw  the  Treasurer  coming,  and  after- 
wards lamenting  their  absence  when  the  receipt  was  called  by  me.  The 
flank  movement  worked  like  a  charm.  I  herewith  submit  a  pocketfull  of 
counter-receipts  from  the  Treasurer  as  showing  the  success  of  the  undertak- 
ing, and  ask  their  proper  refference  for  examination. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Committee  on  Markets,  and  to  its  Chairman,  for  the 
ready  willingness  with  which  they  have  advised  and  aided  me.

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REGULAR    ORDER   OF    BUSINESS. 

Mr.  Coburn  presented  the  following  communication  : 

Indianapolis,  July  13,  1868. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

The  undersigned  a  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trade  of  this  cityr  respect- 
fully submit  to  your  honorable  body  the  following  resolution  passed  by  said 
Board  at  its  regular  meeting  on  the  ninth  instant: 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  heartily  endorse  the  railroad  enterprise  from. 
Peru,  by  way  of  Warsaw  and  Goshen  to  the  pine  and  plaster  sections  of 
Michigan,  as  of  manifest  and  unquestionable  advantage  to  our  city,  and  we 
earnestly  commend  the  matter  to  our  City  Council  as  worthy  of  careful  in- 
vestigation by  a  committee  of  that  body  ;  and  further,  if  the  facts  are  as  re- 
ported and  believed,  that  the  Common  Council  should  aid  in  the  extension 
of  the  Peru  and  Indianapolis  railroad  north,  by  a  liberal  subscription  to  the 
stock  of  said  extension,  to  be  guarded  so  as  to  insure  the  completion  of  the 
roads. 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  present  a  memorial  to 
the  Common  Council  on  this  subject. 

The  Committee  would  state,  in  addition,  that  the  facts  on  which  the  above 
resolution  is  based  are  briefly  as  follows  : 

That  one  hundred  and  ninety  miles  north  of  Indianapolis  the  immense 
plaster  beds  of  Michigan  are  situated;  and  two  hundred  and  seventeen  miles- 
north,  we  penetrate  deep  into  the  as  yet  scarcely  opened  pine  regions  of  the 
same  State.  There  is  now  built,  and  in  actual  operation  on  this  route,  one 
hundred  and  thirty-seven  miles  of  railway,  viz.:  from  Indianapolis  to  Peru 
seventy-two  miles,  and  from  White  Pigeon,  Mich.,  to  the  pine  regions,  sixty- 
five  miles,  leaving  a  gap  of  eighty  miles  from  Peru,  via  Warsaw  and  Goshen 
to  White  Pigeon,  yet  to  be  built.  Of  this  we  understand  that  twenty  milesr 
from  Goshen  to  White  Pigeon,  is  already  provided  for,  leaving  sixty  miles, 
from  Peru  to  Goshen,  projected  and  organized  with  a  subscription  of  $216,- 
000  already  made,  but  needing  material  additional  aid,  in  prder  to  insure  its 
completion.  This  road,  from  Peru  to  Warsaw,  (thirty-six  miles)  is  laid  out 
through  one  of  the  richest  timbered  sections  of  our  State,  abounding  in  pop- 
lar, oak,  maple,  walnut,  hickory  and  beech;  and  from  Warsaw  to  Goshen, 
twenty  four  miles,  through  one  of  the  most  fertile  and  well  developed  farm- 
ing portions  of  the  State. 

When  this  road  is  completed  it  will  tend  to  make  the  northern  part  of  In- 
diana, which  is  now  tributary  to  Chicago  and  Toledo,  directly  and  largely 
tributary  to  Indianapolis,  which  would  then  become  to  the  citizens  on  a 
great  portion  of  the  route,  their  most  natural  and  convenient  market  town. 
J  t  is  further  estimated  that  the  pine  lumber  of  Michigan  could  then  be  trans- 
ported to  Indianapolis,  and  sold  at  equal  or  less  cost  than  it  is  now  delivered 
and  sold  by  the  cargo  at  Chicago  or  other  lake  ports.  It  is  further  stated 
that  the  salt  from  the  Saginaw  works  in  Michigan  could  be  sold  in  our  mar- 
ket at  ten  to  twelve  per  cent,  less  than  competing  salt  from  any  other  point, 
and  that  the  plaster  from  the  Michigan  beds  becoming  cheap  and  abundant 
here,  would  add  greatly  to  the  fertility  of  our  soil,  aside  from  its  value  in  the 
various  arts. .  Other  important  products  on  this  route  would,  it  is  believed, 
find  their  most  profitable  market  here. 

We  respectfully  unite  with  the  Board  of  Trade  in  requesting  that  a  com- 
mittee of  your  body  be  appointed  to  confer  with  those  interested  in  this 
route,  and  ascertain  whether  the  advantages  which  it  opens  to  our  citizens 
are  such  as  to  warrant  a  liberal  subscription  from  the  City  Council.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — The  committee  on  Fire  Department  to  whom  was  referred  the 
report  of  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer,  would  respectfully  report  as  follows : 

That  new  sheds  be  erected  at  No.  2  and  No.  3  Engine  Houses  for  the  stor- 
ing of  shavings,  coal,  &c,  and  that  the  fence  be  repaired,  and  the  balance  of 
the  lot  enclosed  at  the  No.  2  Engine  House  with  a  good  tight  fence.  The 
estimated  cost  is  about  $75  each. 

We  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  dividing  the  city  into  districts,  and 
the  running  of  only  a  part  of  the  department  to  certain  boxes,  leaving  the 
balance  of  the  department  to  be  called  if  needed.  The  districts  as  reported 
by  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer  are  well  made,  would  suggest  that  they  be 
adopted. 

HWe  herewith  submit  propositions  for  the  removal  of  the  old  bell  tower  and 
for  the  erection  of  a  tower  in  front  of  and  repairing  the  front  of  No.  2  En- 
gine House.  We  find  after  receiving  several  propositions,  that  Boetticer  k 
Nieman's  proposition  for  a  brick  tower  on  the  house  is  the  lowest,  being 
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$1,985.50.     J.  W.  Davis  (not  Joe)  proposes  to  remove  the  frame  tower  in  rear 
of  Council  Chamber  to  No.  2  Engine  House  for  $500. 

The  plans  and  specifications  for  the  proposed  tower  are  herewith  submit- 
ted.

Gentlemen  : — Your  resolution  of  the  25th  May,  requiring  the  Central  Ca- 
nal Company  to  enlarge,  repair,  rebuild  and  improve  the  culvert  over  Pogues 
Run,  was  served  on  the  undersigned,  agent  of  the  company,  some  time  since. 
The  engagements  of  the  legal  advisers  of  the  company  have  prevented  an 
earlier  response.  As  it  is  desirable  that  there  should  be  no  misunderstand- 
ing between  the  company  and  the  city  about  so  important  a»  matter,  I  .have 
been  advised  to  communicate  to  you  the  position  taken  by  the  company  up- 
on the  subject.  The  company  does  not  admit  that  any  legal  duty  or  obliga- 
tion rests  upon  it  to  enlarge  the  culvert  or  to  construct  any  additional  one. 
It  does  not  however  deny  the  right  of  the  city  to  construct  a  new  culvert 
under  the  canal,  or  to  enlarge  the  present  one,  if  necessary  for  the  proper 
drainage  of  the  city  This  right  we  claim  must,  however,  be  reasonably  ex- 
excised.  It  must  be  done  at  a  proper  season  of  the  year,  and  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  to  cause  the  least  practicable  interruption  to  the  use  of  the  canal. 
The  injunction  sued  out  last  fall  by  the  company  was  based  upon  the  fact  that 
the  bed  and  banks  of  the  canal  were  cut  at  an  improper  season  of  the  year, 
and  before  any  preparation  had  been  made  to  go  on  with  the  work,  by  col- 
lecting the  necessary  materials  &c.  I  attach  hereto  a  certified  copy  of  the 
order  of  injunction  now  in  force  for  your  better  information  on  this  subject. 
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You  will  see  that  under  this  order  the  city  is  at  liberty  to  go  on  with  the 
work  whenever  the  necessary  preparation  has  been  made  to  prosecute  it  with 
the  least  practicable  delay.

Indianapolis,  July  20,  1868. 
To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Merchants  and  Manufacturers'  Exchange: 

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication 
made  to  your  body  on  the  28th  of  March  last,  by  Dr.  E.  W.  H.  Ellis,  Presi- 
dsnt  of  the  Goshen,  Kosciusko  &  Peru  Eailroad,  respecting  the  prospects  of 
that  enterprize,  and  requesting  this  association  to  recommend  to  the  City 
Council  that  it  aid  the  enterprise,  either  by  taking  stock  in  it,  or  by  making 
a  donation  to  it,  as  they  have  done  in  similar  cases,  beg  leave  to  report  that 
they  have  had  the  subject  under  consideration,  and  after  examining  it  in  its 
various  bearings,  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  proposed  road,  if  completed, 
would  benefit  the  city  more  than  any  other  railroad  now  entering  it.  Some 
of  the  reasons  for  this  opinion  are  that  the  proposed  line  would  put  our  city 
into  direct  communication  with  Saginaw  Bay,  in  the  State  of  Michigan,  thus 
enabling  us  to  obtain  the  heavy  merchandize  of  that  region,  without  the  de- 
lay and  expense  consequent  upon  re-shipment.  Land  plaster  could  then  be 
obtained  at  a  price  that  would  enable  every  farmer  to  use  it.  Calcined 
plaster,  for  masons'  use,  could  be  delivered  here  at  as  low  a  rate  as  in  Chicago. 
The  same  benefits  would  accrue  to  the  lake  fish  and  salt  trade,  both  im- 
portant articles  in  our  market.  The  lumber  trade,  however,  especially  in  the 
article  of  pine,  would  perhaps  be  the  most  materially  benefitted  by  the  com- 
pletion of  the  proposed  railroad.  This  description  of  lumber  is  coming  more 
and  more  into  use  in  our  city  every  year,  but  at  present  it  costs  one  hundred 
per  cent,  more  here  than  in  Chicago;  but  by  the  completion  of  the  Goshen, 
Kosciusko  &  Peru  Eailroad,  cars  could  be  loaded  in  the  Pineries,  and  run 
direct  to  Indianapolis  without  reshipment,  thus  making  us  independent  of 
Chicago  or  any  other  Northern  city,  for  our  supply  of  this  valuable  building 
material. 

For  these,  among   other   considerations,  we  would   recommend    that   this 
body  petition  the  honorable  City  Conncfl  to  make  a  subscription  to  the  capi- 
tal stock  of  the  G.,  K.  &  P.  Eailroad  Company  of  sixty  thousand  dollars,  and 
guarantee  the  payment  of  the  same  on  the  completion  of  the  road.

That  the  petition  of  Amanda  Luoney,  asking  for  the  building  of  a 
culvert  across  West  street  so  as  to  flow  the  water  on  to  the  low  grounds  on 
the  west  side'  of  West  street,  we  recommend  that  Street  Commissioner  notify 
the  Terre  Haute  Railroad  Company  to  construct  a  culvert  under  their  track 
at  the  crossing  of  West  street,  thus  obviating  the  difficulty  complained  of  in 
said  petition. 

4th.  That  the  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  place  a  scone 
crossing  on  the  south-west  side  of  Virginia  Avenue  from  the  west  side  of 
Pennsylvania  street  to  the  east  side  of  said  street,  be  adopted. 

5th.  That  the  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  construct  a 
wooden  culvert,  with  stone  foundation,  across  Washington  street  on  the  east 
side  of  Pennsylvania  street,  so  as  to  connect  the  gutters  on  the  north  side  of 
Washington  street  with  those  on  the  south  side  of  said  street ;  also,  at  New 
Jersey  and  Washington,  and  Illinois  and  Washington  streets,  be  not  adopted.

Mr.  Brown  stated  that  the  Special  Committee  appointed  at  a  prior 
meeting  to  consider  the  ordinance  issuing  bonds  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis to  the  Junction  Railroad  Company,  desired  one  week  fur- 
ther time,  and  asked  to  submit  the  following  opinion  of  Judge  Mor- 
rison upon  the  subject : 

Indianapolis,  August  10,  1868. 
J.  M.  Hidenour,  Esq.,  Vice  President  : 

Dear  Sir:  Your  communication  of  this  date,  requesting  an  opinion  from 
me  in  regard  to  what  steps  would  be  necessary  for  the  Common  Council  of 
the  city  of  Indianapolis  to  take  in  order  to  legally  issue  to  the  Junction 
Railroad  Company  the  bonds  of  the  city  for  the  $50,000  heretofore  prayed  for 
as  a  donation  in  aid  of  the  enterprise,  assuming  that  the  road  has  been  com- 
pleted and  in  running  order;  and  that  the  act  of  the  20th  of  December,  1865, 
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for  the  incorporation  of  cities,  does  not  authorize  the  donation  or  appropria- 
tion of  money,  or  the  issue  of  bonds  to  railroad  companies,  has  been  carefully 
considered. 

From  evidence  furnished  me  by  you  it  appears  that  a  petition  for  such  a 
donation  dated  29th  December,  1866,  was  gotten  up  and  addressed  to  the 
Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  describing  the  signers 
as  "  tax  payers,"  praying  for  the  appropriation  already  mentioned  ;  that  the 
petition  was  duly  presented  and  referred  to  a  committee  on  the  14th  Janu- 
uary,  1867,  which  committee  reported  to  the  Council  that  the  required  num- 
ber of  tax  payers  of  the  city  had  signed  the  petition,  and  that  afterwards,  on 
the  4th  of  February,  1867,  an  ordinance  in  due  form  was  passed  by  the  Coun- 
cil granting  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners;  but  there  was  no  law  existing  at 
the  time  authorizing  the  proceedure.  The  act  of  14th  March,  1867,  however 
does  expressly  authorize  all  that  was  asked  by  the  petitioners;  but  the  power 
can  be  exercised  "only  in  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  resident  freeholders" 
of  the  city.     [Sec.  60,  acts  of  1867,  p.  62.]  ' 

Some  three  months  ago  I  was  called  on  for  an  opinion  in  regard  to  the  va- 
lidity of  bonds  of  the  city  of  Fort  Wayne  issued  to  the  Grand  Rapids  and  In- 
diana Railroad  Company,  for  a  subscription  to  its  capital  stock. 

In  that  case,  as  in  this,  the  petition  upon  which  the  action  of  the  city  au- 
thorities was  predicated  was  "by  three-fourths  in  number  of  the  resident 
tax-payers,  instead  of  by  a  majority  of  the  resident  freeholders,"  according 
to  the  requirement  of  the  act  of  1867.  The  bonds  bore  a  date  subsequent 
to  the  approval  of  the  act  last  mentioned.  But  I  was  constrained  to  believe 
them  invalid,  for  the  want  of  the  prescribed  petition  previous  to  the  issu- 
ance of  the  bonds;  and  I  furnished  an  opinion  in  accordance  with  that  view, 
the  effect  of  which  was  to  defeat  the  sale  of  the  bonds.  Afterwards  the 
President  of  the  Company  addressed  me  on  the  subject,  to  learn  my  notions 
as  to  the  practicability  of  overcoming  the  obstacle,  and  to  tell  him  what  I 
thought  could  be  done,  if  anything,  with  the  old  petition;  or  whether  it 
could  be  used  by  the  Common  Council,  at  all. 

My  answer  to  that  inquiry  was  this :  "  Whether  or  not  there  should  be  a 
new  petition  in  toto,  upon  which  to  predicate  further  action  by  the  Common 
Council,  is  a  question  for  the  Council  itself  to  determine ;  and  I  think  you 
should  know,  before  making  a  move,  what  they  will  require.  My  own  opin- 
ion is,  that  there  could  be  no  reasonable  objection  to  the  use  of  the  old  peti- 
tion, so  far  as  it  was  pertinent  and  was  signed  by  freeholders  of  the  city." 

I  said  further:  "  What  you  want  and  all  you  want  is,  the  former  order  of 
your  City  Council,  finding  that  it  appeared  to  the  Council,  by  petition  of  a 
majority  of  the  resident  freeholders  of  the  city,  that'  &c  ,  &c,  concluding 
with  the  appropriate  order.  The  Common  Council  being  constituted  judges 
of  the  whole  thing.  The  finding  of  that  honorable  body  has  been  held  to  be 
conclusive  ot  the  question  of  whether  or  not  the  required  majority  of  quali- 
fied voters  had  petitioned;  and  it  has  also  been  repeatedly  held  by  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  that  the  recitals  in  such  bonds  proclaim- 
ing the  fact  that  they  are  issued  in  pursuance  of  such  petition,  are  estoppels, 
preventing  the  corporations  thus  issuing  th"in  from  ever  setting  up  any  such 
defence  as  that  they  were  issued  without  the  proper  petition,  or  that  a  major- 
ity of  freeholders  had  not  petitioned  ''

1  adhere  to  the  opinion  then  given,  on  the  question  of  the  propriety  of 
referring  to  the  former  petitions,  I  cannot  conceive  of  any  reasonable  objec- 
tion to  such  a  reference;  the  Council,  or  any  committee  which  it  may  deem 
proper  to  appoint,  being  of  course  careful  to  ascertain  especially  how  many 
of  the  signers  are  freeholders  of  the  city,  or  resident  freeholders  at  the  pres- 
ent time;  and  that  should  the  names  thus  ascrtained  fall  short  of  a  majority, 
that  the  deficit  should  be  supplied  by  other  names  possessing  the  required 
qualifications.

That  Samuel  Han  way  is  the  lowest  bidder  for  grading  and  graveling 
Ash  street  and  sidewalks,  between  Massaceusetts  Avenue  and  the  Corpora- 
tion line,  his  bid  being  64  cents  per  lineal  foot.

7b  'the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  the  ordinance  for  issuing  bonds  to  the  Junction 
Railroad  Company,  and  all  the  papers  relating  thereto  were  referred,  have 
given  the  questions  involved  full  consideration,  and  now  report  that  the  en- 
tire subject  depends  upon  the  question — 

1.  Whether  the  ordinance  appropriating  bonds  to  the  Junction  Railroad 
was,  at  the  time  of  its  passage,  legal  and  valid  or  illegal  and  void. 

2.  Whether  the  entire  proceeding  would  have  to  be  commenced  "  ck  novo" 
or  whether  Council  could  use  the  petitions  formerly  filed  ? 
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Your  Committee  addressed  certain  questions  to  the  City  Attorney  fully 
covering  these  points  and  received  his  opinion  answering  in  a  clear  and  lucid 
manner  all  of  said  questions.  We  refer  to  these,  and  beg  to  make  them  part 
of  this  report. 

As  this  opinion  of  the  legal  adviser  of  Council  decides  the  original  appro- 
priation ordinance  to  be  illegal  and  void,  and,  also,  that  the  old  petition  may 
be  used  as  a  basis  for  a  new  ordinance  making  the  donation  of  bonds  for 
which  the  good  faith  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  is  pledged,  if  the  same  can 
be  done  legally,  your  committee  recommend  that  the  old  petitions  for  appro- 
priating $50,000  bonds  to  the  Junction  Railroad  Company  be  taken  from  the 
files  and  referred  to  a  committee,  of  which  the  Assessor  and  John  G.  Waters, 
former  Auditor  and  now  Deputy  City  Clerk,  shall  be  members,  with  instruc- 
tions to  report  whether  said  petitions  represent  a  majority  of  the  resident 
freeholders  of  Indianapolis  on  this  year's  duplicate;  and  if  not,  what  the  en- 
tire number  of  such  freeholders  is,  and  a  list  of  all  whose  names  are  not 
found  on  the  petitions.

Indianapolis,  August  8,  1868. 
Hon.  Ad.  Seidenstickev,  Chairman  Judiciary  Committee : 

Dear  Sir: — 1  have  your  communication  of  7th  instant  enclosing  interrog- 
atories, to  which  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  answers: 

1st  The  Charter  of  1865  is,  in  respect  to  making  appropriations  and  incur" 
ring  liabilities,  a  literal  transcript  of  that  of  1857,  and  does  increase  beyond 
those  conferred  by  former  acts  the  powers  of  the  Common  Council.  The 
enlargement  of  the  powers  consists  in  this ;  that  the  Common  Council  may 
create  a  debt  in  the  execution  of  powers  expressly  granted  without  a  peti- 
tion. Under  the  previous  law  no  debt  could  lawfully  be  created  without  a 
petition  being  first  filed,  even  though  it  were  in  the  execution  of  powers  ex- 
pressly granted.  The  later  law  conferred  authority  to  create  such  a  debt 
without  petition.  It  will  be  observed  that  this  right  is  only  conferred  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  powers  expressly  granted.  Neither  in  the  act 
of  1865,  or  in  any  previous  act  is  there  given  any  power  to  donate  money  to, 
or  subscribe  stock  in  any  Railway  Company.  There  being  no  such  power 
expressly  granted,  it  follows  that  Council  could  not  lawfully,  either  with  or 
without  petition;  make  donations  or  subscriptions.  In  attempting  to  do  so 
the  powers  conferred  would  be  transcended  and  the  act  void.  So  far,  then, 
as  the  change  made  in  the  statute  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  decision  in  the 
case  of  Cox  vs.  The  City  of  Lafayette  is  concerned,  it  in  no  wise  affects  the 
principle  decided,  nor  does  it  affect  the  questions  involved  in  the  donations 
made  by  the  City  to  the  Vincennes  and  other  Railway  Companies. 

2d.  Inasmuch  as  there  was  no  law  in  force  at  the  time  authorizing  the 
enactment  of  the  ordinances  making  the  donations,  in  passing  them  the  Com- 
mon Council  exceeded  their  powers,  and  the  ordinances  are,  therefore,  utter- 
ly void.  The  act  of  1867  confers  this  power,  but  does  not  legalize  acts  already 
performed,  and  does  not,  therefore,  give  vitality  to  the  ordinances.  The  act 
of  the  Council  is  void  because  in  performing  it  they  transcended  their  pow- 
ers, and  no  subsequent  legislation  has  legalized  or  made  it  valid. 

3d.  It  is  my  opinion  that  the  present  Council  may  use  the  petitions  now 
on  file  if  they  deem  that  an  unreasonable  time  since  they  were  filed  has  not 
elapsed.     It  is  one  of  the  peculiarities  of  corporate  bodies  that  there  is  a  per- 
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petuity  of  succession,  "and  that  although  officers  and  stockholders  may  be 
changed,  it  is  yet  in  contemplation  of  Jaw  the  same  body.  Its  identity  is 
unchanged.  Petitions  to  improve  streets,  to  erect  gas  lamps,  addressed  to  a 
retiring  Council,  are  acted  upon  by  their  successors.  If  it  were  not  for  this 
peculiarity  of  succession,  every  new  Council  on  coming  into  power  would  be 
compelled  to  do  over  again  all  business  left  unfinished  by  their  predecessors. 
The  law,  however,  provides  that  an  incoming  Council  may  take  up  unfinished 
business  at  the  stage  it  was  left  by  their  predecessors.  The  Council  had  no 
power  to  pass  the  ordinances  prayed  for,  and  the  petitions  remain  just  as 
though  they  had  never  been  acted  upon.  These  petitions,  it  is  true,  prayed 
the  performance  of  an  act  which,  at  the  time,  the  Council  had  no  power  to 
perform,  but  a  subsequent  act  confers  this  power.  I  know  of  no  reason  why 
these  petitions,  regarded  as  the  expressed  will  of  the  people,  and  if  found  by 
Council  to  conform  to  the  law,  may  not  be  recognized  and  acted  upon  as 
valid. 

Whether  these  petitions  are  sufficient,  whether  they  express  the  will  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  resident  freeholders  are  questions  of  fact  for  the  determination 
of  the  Common  Council.  If  acting  in  good  faith  these  petitions  are  decided 
to  be  sufficient,  the  decision  will  be  final  and  conclusive,  and  the  ordinances 
based  thereon  valid.  No  liability  whatever  can  be  incurred  by  nny  individ- 
ual Councilman  who,  in  good  faith  discharges  the  duties  of  his  office,  al- 
.  though  he  may  be  greatly  in  error.  As  to  whether  the  Council  should  act 
on  these  petitions,  is  a  question  of  fact  upon  which  it  would  be  improper  for 
me  to  express  an  opinion.  1  desire  to  be  understood  as  simply  expressing 
an  opinion  upon  the  question  of  law;  that  if  Council,  in  the  exercise  of  the 
discretion  vested  in  them  by  law,  decide  that  the  petitions  on  file  properly 
and  justly  represent  the  will  of  a  majority  of  the  resident  freeholders,  they 
may  legally  act  thereon,  and  their  acts  will  be  effective.  They  may  either  as 
in  their  judgment  they  deem  just  and  proper,  act  on  these  petitions  or  refer 
the  matter  back  to  the  people  and  require  new  petitions.  They  are  invested 
with  a  broad  discretion,  and  cannot  be  compelled  to  proceed  in  any  other 
manner  than  that  dictated  by  their  own  judgment. 

In  this  connection  it  is  proper  to  notice  the  case  of  Thompson  vs.  The  City 
of  Peru,  decided  at  the  last  term  of  our  Supreme  Court.  The  complaint  in 
that  case  was  to  enjoin  the  City  of  Peru  from  subscribing  stock  in  a  Railway 
Company,  and  it  is  admitted  that  a  proper  petition  had  been  filed.  The  act 
conferring  power  to  make  such  subscriptions  is  held  to  be  constitutional,  and 
the  opinion  states  that  subscriptions  may  be  made  without  any  petition  what- 
ever. This  last  point  was  not  involved  in  the  case,  but  the  opinion  may  be 
regarded  as  enouncing  the  views  of  the  Court.  A  distinction  is  made  be- 
tween subscriptions  and  donations.  Subscriptions  may  be  made  without  pe- 
tition, but  no  donations  can  be  made  unless  petitioned  for  by  a  majority  of 
the  resident  freeholders.  The  aid  proposed  to  be  given  the  Vincennes  and 
other  Railway  Companies  must  be  regarded  as  in  the  nature  of  donations, 
and,  therefore,  a  petition  is  required. 

4th.  I  think  it  would  be  proper  to  compare  the  petition  with  the  dupli- 
cate of  the  current  year.  Any  evidence  which  will  satisfy  the  Council  that 
the  petitions  conform  to  the  law  will  be  sufficient  It  will  be  proper  to  re- 
quire such  evidence  as  will  convince  men  acting  upon  oath  and  in  good  faith 
of  the  sufficiency  of  the  petitions.  If  this  is  done  the  duty  of  Council  will 
be  faithfully  performed.  An  ordinance  reciting  in  the  preamble  that  proper 
petitions  have  been  filed  containing  the  requisite  number  of  resident  free- 
holders, and  providing  for  the  issue  of  bonds,  will  be  a  proper  form. 

5th.  There  are  two  methods  which  Council  may  legally  adopt,  1st.  If,  in 
their  judgment,  the  petitions  now  on  file  are  sufficient,  and  are  really  the 
petition  of  a  majority  of  the  resident  freeholders,  they  may  act  thereon  and 
make  the  donation  prayed  for.  2d.  If,  in  their  jndgment,  these  petitions 
are  not  sufficient,  or  do  not  express  the  will  of  a  majority  of  the  resident 
freeholders,  they  may  refer  the  matter  back  to  the  people  and  require  new 
petitions. 

Which  of  the  two  is  proper,  right  and  just  is  a  matter  to  be  determined  by 
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the  Common  Council.  It  is  a  question  for  their  consideration  and  decision, 
and,  if  they  act  in  good  faith,  that  decision  will  be  final,  and  no  liability  will 
be  incurred  by  any  member  of  Council.  I  consider  that  either  course  may 
be  safely  and  legally  pursued;  but  the  Council  alone  can  and  should  deter- 
mine which  is  the  better.

The  questions  as  to  what  steps  are  necessary  to  make  the  appropriation  of 
$60,000  bonds  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  the  Vincennes  and  Indianapolis 
Railroad  Company  legal  and  valid,  has  been  fully  settled  by  an  opinion  of 
the  City  Attorney  given  to  the  Special  Committee  on  a  similar  appropriation 
to  the  junction  Railroad  Company.  To  this  opinion  the  undersigned  res- 
pectfully refers,  and  as  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  faith  of  the  City  of

At  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  Common  Council  I  was  directed  to 
thoroughly  repair  the  roof  of  the  West  Market  House.  A  careful  examina- 
tion shows  that  nearly  all  of  the  shingles,  and  a  great  portion  of  the  sheeting 
have  rotted;  also,  that  the  roof  has  sagged  so  as  to  render  the  whole  struc- 
ture extremely  dangerous,  and  liable  to  fall  during  the  first  heavy  wind  or 
severe  fall  of  snow.  It  imperatively  needs  repairing  at  the  earliest  practicable 
moment.     Competent  mechanics  concur  in  the  above.

I  will  state  to  the  Council  that  the  above  items  are  precisely  what  I  paid  to  my 
contractors  for  the  work  and  materials,  and  it  will  be  seen  it  has  been  done  at  rea- 
sonable rates,  certainly  costing  less  than  if  done  separately  from  the  large  contract 
which  included  them. 

I  wish  to  say,  by  way  of  explanation,  that  I  was  not  aware  when  I  applied  to  the 
Council  for  an  order  to  make  the  improvements,  with  which  the  work  stated  in  the 
annexed  account  is  connected,  that  I  ought  to  have,  at  the  same  time,  asked  the 
Council  in  reference  to  this  part  of  the  work.

Gentlemen  : — I  have  examined  the  petition  concerning  bridges  across  the  Canal, 
and  submit  the  following: 

The  injunction  against  the  City  simply  prevents  the  erection  of  bridges  at  a  grade 
so  low  as  to  interfere  with  navigation.  At  the  time  the  controversy  arose  I  advised 
that  the  bridges  be  erected  at  a  grade  high  enough  to  permit  boats  to  navigate  the 
Canal.  If  the  Canal  Company  has  any  rights  at  all  to  the  Canal  it  has  a  right  to 
have  it  remain  navigable. 

There  is  nothing  to  prevent  the  City  from  erecting  a  bridge  in  such  a  manner  as 
not  to  interfere  with  navigation;  and  if,  upon  due  notice,  the  Canal  Company  re- 
fuse to  erect  necessary  bridges,  compel  the  Company  to  pay  the  costs  thereof.

Putting  new  ends  on  10  slats  to  support  the  coil — our  price  in  contract  was  $25, 
for  which  the  Committee  allow  us  $10;  the  forging  on  the  same  cost  that. 

Mr.  Buchanan  told  us  that  the  coil  pipes  would  be  taken  out  and  put  in  by  the 
city,  as  Mr.  Curtiss,  the  Engineer,  had  more  experience  with  that  than  any  one  else, 
and  for  furnishing  a  man  to  help  him,  we  are  allowed  nothing.

Gentlemen: — I  have  examined  the  ordinance  providing  for  the  improvement 
of  the  alley  adjoining  Pogue  Run,  and  for  the  erection  of  a  wall. 

The  statute  confers  upon  the  Council  power  to  grade  and  gravel  streets  and  alleys. 
Whatever  is  incident  to  the  proper  exercise  of  this  power  is  implied.  If  an  alley 
cannot  be  improved  properly  without  the  erection  of  a  wall,  I  think  Council  have 
the  power  to  cause  one  to  be  constructed. 

The  property  owner  on  the  bank  of  a  stream  not  navigable  owns  the  fee  to  the 
center  thereof. 

For  street  assessmepts  there  is  no  personal  liability.  The  property  upon  the  line 
of  the  improvement  only  is  liable.  None  of  the  other  property  of  the  owner  can 
be  made  liable. 

The  contractor  must  look  to  the  adjacent  property  alone  to  pay  the  expenses  of 
the  improvement.  This  is  expressly  decided  by  our  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of 
Smith  vs.  City  of  New  Albany. 

In  case  an  alley  is  improved  and  wall  constructed,  the  entire  expense  should  be 
estimated  and  assessed  as  in  ordinary  cases  of  street  improvement.

The  undersigned,  owners  of  real  estate  in  Square  77,  would  respectfully

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee,  to  whom  was.  referred  the  petition  of  Sohl, 
Gibson  <fe  Co.,  asking  a  grant  of  right  of  way  for  the  Indianapolis,  Lafayette 
and  Cincinnati  Railroad  Company  to  construct  a  switch  or  side  track  from 
the  so-called  main  track  of  the  Indianapolis  and  Lafayette  Railroad  Com- 
pany's track,  near  the  intersection  of  Market  and  Missouri  streets,  to  a  point 
near  the  corner  of  Blake  street  and  the  National  Road,  the  route  of  said  track 
being  shown  by  the  annexed  plat,  (marked  "A,")  as  also  the  petition  of  Mer- 
ritt  <fe  Coughlin  and  others,  advising  the  construction  of  said  track,  if  con- 
structed at  all,  on  the  north  side  of  the  alley  running  east  and  west  between 
(chandler  &  Taylor's  machine  shops,  and  Field,  Braden  &  Scanlon's  paper 
mill;  together  with  the  remonstrance  of  Merritt  &  Coughlin  and  others 
against  the  granting  of  such  requested  right  of  way  over  the  ground,  as  shown 
by  plat  A,  have  had  the  questions  at  issue  under  consideration,  have  exam- 
ined all  the  papers  referred  to  your  committee,  and,  also,  in  answer  to  the 
petition  of  Merritt  <fe  Coughlin,  asking  that  said  track  be  constructed  on  and 
along  the  alley  above  referred  to.  Obtained  from  the  City  Civil  Engineer  a 
plat  of  said  alley,  showing  the  grade  of  the  same  from  the  upper  race,  or 
Canal,  (across  which  the  railroad  must  pass,)  to  Blake  street.  (See  plat  B.) 
The  said  plat  B  shows  a  grade  of  105  60-100  to  the  mile,  and  a  fall  on  Geisen- 
dorff street,  at  the  crossing  of  said  alley,  of  5  58-100  feet,  thus  practically 
destroying  the  said  alley,  as  also  Geisendorff  street,  the  former  being  directly 
in  the  rear  of  Sohljj  Gibson  &  Co.'s,  and  Skillen's  flouring  mills,  Chandler  & 
Taylor's  machine  works,  and  Geisendorff 's  woolen  mill,  and  can  be  of  little 
or  no  benefit  to  Geisendorff's  flouring  mill,  the  Indianapolis  cotton  manufac- 
tory and  other  interests  asking  and  petitioning  for  this  proposed  right  of  way. 

Your  committee  find  that  the  petitioners  for  the  proposed  track,  as  per 
plat,  represent  .$400,000  of  real  estate  and  machinery,  with  a  capital  of  five  hun- 
dred and  seventeen  thousand  dollars,  showing  $1,470,000  annual  produot,  thus 
representing  nearly' two-thirds  of  the  milling  and  manufacturing  interests  of 
our  city.  Your  committee  find  further,  that  by  the  present  facilities  the  par- 
ties directly  interested  in  the  proposed  railroad  track,  load  and  unload  an- 
nually 4,261  railroad  cars,  by  wagons,  at  a  cost  of  $21,150.  They  estimate  the 
expense  of  the  same  numbea  of  cars,  with  the  proposed  track,  to  be  $6,391 ; 
showing  a  saving  to  our  manufacturing  and  milling  interests,  in  that  neigh- 
borhood, of  $14,750. 

Your  committee,  with  a  view  of  encouraging  home  interests,  and  especially 
the  manufacturing  and  milling  interests,  ask  to  re  ■ommend  the  passage  of 
the  ordinance  granting  the  right  of  way  to  the  Indianapolis,  Cincinnati  and 
Lafayette  Railro&d  Company  to  lay  the  track  upon  the  line  shown  by  the 
herewith  submitted  plat,  together  with  section  3,  which  is  herewith  submit- 
ted, marked  A.     All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

We,  the  undersigned  members  of  the  Roilroad  Committee,  respectfully 
report  that  we  find  that  there  is  a  strong  desire  on  the  part  of  many  of  the 
citizens  of  the  Fourth  Ward  to  grant  the  right  of  way  asked  for  by  the  Cin- 
cinnati and  Chicago  Railroad  Company  to  Sohl  &  Gibson's  mill,  and  Geisen- 
dorff's  mill,  and  that  there  is  also  a  strong  feeling  on  the  part  of  many  of 
said  Ward  against  the  grant  of  the  said  right  of  way,-  principally  because  the 
same  passes  to  a  pork  house  in  said  Fourth  Ward. 

Your  Committee  feel  that  there  are  some  heavy  manufacturing  interests 
to  be  benefitted  by  the  railroad  switch,  and  yet  there  is  an  earnest  remon- 
strance on  the  part  of  many  citizens  again  t  said  grant  of  right  of  way ,  and 
we,  feeling  unwilling  to  decide  for  the  people  in  so  important  a  matter,  res- 
pectfully suggest  that  the  better  way  to  decide  this  vexed  question  is  to  refer

Provided,  That  said  switch  and  the  approach  to  the  same  over  the  track  of 
the  Lafayette  Railroad,  from  the  Union  Depot,  shall  be  open  for  the  use 
of  all  railroads  entering  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  on  the  payment  of  the  sum 
of  one  dollar  per  car  for  the  use  of  the  same. 

Which  were  received. 

Mr.  Loomis  moved  that  the  report  submitted  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  be  adopted. 

Upon  which  motion  a  discussion  ensued. 
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Dr.  Jameson  stated  that  he  thought  the  subject  had  been  sufficient- 
ly discussed,  and  moved  the  previous  question.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  the  Indianapolis  and  Lafayette  Railroad  Company  be,  and  are  hereby, 
allowed  and  per  mitted  to  construct  a  railroad  track,  or  switch,  from  the 
track  of  the  Indianapolis  and  Lafayette  Bailroad,  at  or  near  the  intersection 
of  Market  and  Missouri  streets,  to  Blake  street,  at  a  point  where  said  street 
intersects  the  National  Road,  with  a  track  diverging  to  the  mil\  of  Sold,  Gib 
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son  &  Co.,  on  the  National  Road,  between  Breke  and  Blackford  streets;  the 
route  thereof  to  conform  to  that  indicated  on  the  plat  or  profile  filed  with 
the  petition  of  Sohl,  Gibson  &  Co.,  and  others.  This  grant  is  made  upon  the 
following  conditions :  That  the  said  Indianapolis  and  Lafayette  Railroad 
Company  shall  make  said  track  conform  to  the  grade  established  by  the  city, 
and  said  track  shall  at  all  times  be  so  maintained  as  to  conform  to  the  grade- 
as  established  by  the  city.

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Sec.  3.  The  Common  Council  in  granting  the  right  of  way  herein  con- 
tained, reserves  the  right  to  authorize  by  ordinance  the  connecting  with  such 
Railway  or  other  switches  leading  to  other  manufacturing  establishments. 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — I  have  examined  the  questions  presented  by  the  resolutions 
providing  for  a  special  election  in  the  Sixth  and  Ninth  Wards,  and  respect- 
fully submit  the  following  opinion : 

The  act  of  incorporation  confers  upon  the  Common  Council  power  to  de- 
clare seats  in  Council  vacant,  when  the  Councilman  holding  the  office  shall 
have  removed  from  the  Ward  from  which  he  was  elected.  The  removal  from 
the  Wards  mentioned  in  the  resolutions,  of  the  Councilmen  named,  empowers 
the  Common  Council  to  declare  their  offices  vacant.  The  law  requires  such 
a  declaration  before  there  is  an  actual  vacancy.  Until  such  a  declaration  has 
been  made  the  offices  cannot  be  treated  as  vacant,  as  the  law  itsel/  does  not 
create  a  vacancy  but  clothes  the  Common  Council  with  ample  power  to  do  so. 

At  the  time  of  election  the  person  elected  must  be  a  resident  of  the  Ward 
from  which  he  is  elected.  The  language  of  the  statute  being  as  follows  : 
"That  no  person  shall  hold  the  office  Councilman  unless  he  is  a  resident  of 
the  Ward  from  which  he  is  elected."  This  defines  a  qualification  that  the 
person  chosen  must  possess  at  the  time  of  his  election.  The  act  further  pro- 
vides: "And  in  case  of  the  removal  of  any  Councilman  from  the  Ward 
from  which  he  was  elected  the  Common  Council  shall  have  power  to  declare 
the  office  vacant,  and  order  a  special  election  to  fill  suoh  vacancy."  This  lat- 
ter clause  provides  when  a  vacancy  occurs  after  a  duly  qualified  person  has 
been  elected.     The  vacancy  occurs  upon  the  removal  from  the  Ward  and  the 
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declaration  of  vacancy  by  the  Common  Council.     Both  the  removal  and  the 
declaration  must  occur  before  the  office  can  be  treated  as  vacant. 

The  Common  Council  has  power  to  enact  the  resolutions,  but  until  declared 
vacant  by  the  Common  Council,  the  offices  designated  are  not  to  be  treated 
as  vacant.

Which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Claims,  with  instructions 
to  embody  the  same  in  the  next  account  ordinance. 
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The  Gas  Inspector  made  the  following  report  : 

Indianapolis,  Dec.  14,  1868. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen  : — In  the  bill  of  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company, 
for  the  month  last  past,  are  two  charges  of  $7  94  each,  for  extra  lighting  and 
extinguishing  794  street  lamps  on  the  nights  of  the  1st  and  25th  of  Novem- 
ber. 

At  th*».  time  this  account  was  brought  me,  I  expressed  my  doubts  to  Mr. 
VanLaningham,  the  Secretary  of  the  Company,  as  to  the  contract  between 
the  City  and  the  Gas  Company  contemplating  or  authoring  such  charges.  A 
subsequent  examination  ot  the  said  contract  has  confirmed  me  in  that  opin- 
ion. 

I  have,  therefore,  thought  best  to  strike  off  these  two  items  from  the  No- 
vember bill,  report  my  action  to  you,  and  ask  that  the  matter  be  referred  to 
Messrs.  Jameson,  Woodburn  and  Seidensticker,  the  Special  Committee  rep- 
resenting the  City  in  said  contract,  in  conjunction  with  the  City  Attorney,  by 
whom  the  agreement  was  drawn  up.

ORDINANCES   ON   SECOND    READING. 

Dr.  Woodburn  called  up  the  following  ordinance: 
An  Ordinance  protecting  public  morality,  decency  and  order. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  every  prostitute  found  wandering  about  said  City,  or  within  one  mile 
of  the  corporate  limits  thereof,  or  found  guilty  of  any  lewd  or  lascivious  con- 
duct in  any  public  place  within  the  aforesaid  limits,  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  to  which  may  be 
added  imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

Sec.  2.  Every  male  person  over  the  age  of  twelve  years,  associating  with 
any  common  prostitute  in  any  public  place,  field,  common  or  highway  within 
said  city,  or  within  two  miles  thereof,  shall  be  fined,  on  conviction  of  such 
offence,  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  to  which  may  be  added  im- 
prisoment  not  exceeding  thirty  days:  Provided,  That  if  such  accused  per- 
son shall  establish  that  there  was  no  unlawful,  lewd,  or  improper  purpose  in 
such  association,  he  shall  be  acquitted. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  make  any  indecent  expo- 
sure of  his  or  her  person,  or  to  use  any  obscene  or  indecent  language,  or  to 
exhibit  any  obscene  books,  prints,  pictures,  or  representation,  or  to  be  guilty 
of  any  other  obscene  or  indecent  conduct.  Any  one  violating  the  provisions 
thereof  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  to  which  may 
be  added  imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

Sec  4.  If  two  or  more  male  persons  be  *ound  in  company  with  any  com- 
mon prostitute,  or  if  three  or  more  lewd,  drunken  or  disorderly  persons  be 
found  together  in  said  city,  or  within  one  mile  thereof,  they  shall,  in  either 
case,  be  deemed  an  unlawful  assembly,  and  either  or  all  of  said  persons,  on 
conviction  of  said  offence,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dol- 
lars, to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

Sec  5.  Any  person  more  than  ten  years  old,  convicted  of  having  bathed 
in  the  day  time  in  the  Canal,  White  River,  or  Pogue  Run,  or  in  any  stream 
at  a  point  subject  to  the  view  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city,  shall  be  fined 
in  any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec  6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  keep  a  house  of 
ill-fame  or  prostitution  in  said  city,,  and  on  conviction  of  such  offence  the 
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person  or  persons  so  offending  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  twen- 
ty-five dollars,  and  upon  a  second  or  subsequent  conviction  such  person  shall 
be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  forty  or  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  to 
which  may  be  added  imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

Sec.  7.  Any  male  person  of  the  age  of  fourteen  years  and  upwards,  who 
shall  reside  in  any  house  of  ill-fame  or  prostitution  in  said  city,  or  within 
one  mile  thereof,  or  shall  resort  thereto  in  the  character  of  servant,  musician,, 
boarder,  lodger  or  otherwise,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding,  assisting,  abetting  or 
encouraging  the  owner  or  keeper  of  any  such  house,  or  the  females  who  re- 
side therein,  or  resort  thereto  for  lewd  or  lascivious  purposes,  shall,  upon  con- 
viction, be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  to  which  may  be  ad- 
ded imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

Sec.  8.  Any  person  being  the  owner  or  occupant  of,  or  being  the  agent 
for  renting  any  building  or  real  estate  in  said  city,  and  knowingly  renting  the 
same  to  be  used  as  a  house  of  ill-fame  or  prostitution,  shall  be  fined  in  any 
sum  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars.  Proof  that  such 
owner,  occupant  or  agent  was  apprized,  before  renting,  of  the  previous  ill  re- 
pute of  the  lessee  or  lessees,  or  that  they  had  previously  kept  or  occupied  a 
house  of  ill-fame,  shall  be  complete  and  sufficient  evidence  of  knowledge 
and  unlawful  intention.  If  such  owner,  occupant  or  agent  upon  notification 
by  any  citizen  or  officer  of  said  city,  shall  fail,  neglect  or  refuse  to  take  legal 
steps  within  three  days  after  such  notification,  to  eject  any  person  or  persons 
who  shall  use  or  permit  such  premises  to  be  used  for  purposes  of  prostitu- 
tion or  as  a  house  of  ill-fame,  he  or  they  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  in 
any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

Sec  9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  being  the  owner,  lessee  or  oc- 
cupant of  any  building  or  lot  within  said  city,  to  allow  or  suffer  the  same  to 
be  used  for  any  public  dance  or  carousal  for  the  resort  of  idle  or  dissolute 
persons,  or  for  any  person  to  act  as  proprietor,  manager,  agent  or  servant  for 
or  at  such  dance  or  carousal,  and  any  person  convicted  of  a  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dol- 
lars, to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

Sec  10.  Any  person  convicted  of  having  publicly  exhibited  in  said  city 
any  stallion,  jack  or  bull,  or  of  having  suffered  any  such  animal  publicly  to 
cover  any  mare,  jenny,  or  cow  therein,  shall  be  fined  in  'eny  sum  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  twenty  five  dollars. 

Sec  11.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  owner  or  occupant  of,  or  agent  for 
renting  any  building  or  real  estate  in  said  city,  to  suffer  the  same  to  be  used 
or  occupied  for  the  purpose  of  gaming  for  money,  its  representative  or  equiv- 
alent. Any  person  violating  the  provisions  hereof  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum 
not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

Sec  12.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  within  said  city,  by  the  prac- 
tice of  any  trick,  game,  or  device  whatever,  or  by  means  of  any  false  or  fraud- 
ulent token,  representation,  writing,  or  any  false  pretence  to  defraud  of,  or 
obtain  from  another  any  money  or  thing  of  value,  and  any  person  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars, 
to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

Sec  13.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  being  the  owner,  manager  or 
agent  of  any  saloon,  grocery,  or  other  establishment  where  liquors  of  any 
kind  are  sold,  kept  for  sale  or  given  away,  to  permit  any  one  to  become  in- 
toxicated therein,  or  to  give  or  sell  to  any  intoxicated  person  liquor,  or  to 
permit  any  noisy,  disorderly,  indecent,  riotous  or  improper  conduct  in  or 
about  such  establishment.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  hereof  shall 
be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

Sec  14.  Any  person  visiting  a  house  of  ill-fame  or  prostitution  within  said 
city,  or  within  one  mile  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of  prostitution  or  whoredom, 
or  who  shall  be  found  therein  as  an  occupant  thereof,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  vio- 
lation of  the  provisions  hereof,  and  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars,  to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty  days.  All 
persons  found  therein  not  being  occupants  thereof,  shall  be  deemed  and 
taken  to  have  visited  the  same  for  the  purposes  of  whoredom  or  prostitution 
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Sec.  15.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  keep  or  maintain  an  estab- 
lishment for  the  purpose  of  gaming  or  of  wagering  on  any  game  or  chance, 
money,  its  equivalent  or  representative,  or  for  any  person  to  visit  such  an 
establishment  for  the  purpose  of  gaming.  All  persons  found  therein  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  visited  the  same  for  the  purpose  of  gaming.  Any  per- 
son violating  the  provisions  hereof  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars,  to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty 


Sec.  16.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  officer  or  policeman  of  said  city  to  ar- 
rest any  person  found  visiting  a  gaming  house,  or  house  of  ill-fame  or  pros- 
titution, or  who  shall  be  found  therein,  and  all  persons  found  therein  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  an  unlawful  act  and  subject  to  arrest  by  any  officer  or 
policeman  finding  him  in  such  unlawful  act. 

Sec.  17.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  appear  in  any  public  part 
of  said  city,  or  in  any  public  place  therein,  in  a  state  of  intoxication,  and 
while  in  such  state  be  guilty  of  any  indecent,  disorderly  or  improper  act,  or 
of  any  act  calculated  to  disturb  the  peace  or  quiet  of  said  city,  or  its  inhab- 
itants, or  of  any  conduct  detrimental  to  the  morals  and  good  order  of  said 
city,  or  the  inhabitants  thereof,  or  in  any  manner  disturb  or  interfere  with 
the  inhabitants  thereof.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  hereof  shall 
be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  to  which  may  be  added  im- 
prisonment not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

Sec.  18.  Any  person  convicted  of  having  disturbed  the  peace  and  quiet 
of  said  city,  or  of  its  inhabitants,  by  making  loud  or  unusual  noises,  by  cry- 
ing the  alarm  of  fire,  or  any  other  alarm,  without  good  cause,  or  by  threat- 
ening any  person,  or  by  challenging  him  to  fight,  or  menacing  him  with  cor- 
poral or  pecuniary  harm,  shall  be  fined  therefor  in  any  sum  not  exceeding 
ten  dollars. 

Sec.  19.  Any  person  convicted  of  having  on  Sunday,  and  within  said  city, 
pitched  quoits,  or  coins,  or  of  having  played  at  cricket,  bandy,  cat,  town  ball, 
or  any  other  public  game  or  amusement,  shall  be  fined  therefor  in  any  sum 
not  exceeding  five  dollars. 

Sec.  20.  Any  policeman  who  shall  be  found  in  any  house  of  ill-fame  or 
prostitution,  or  gambling  house  in  said  city,  without  special  orders  from  the 
Chief  of  Police,  Mayor,  or  Police  Board,  or  in  case  of  emergency  to  make  an 
arrest,  or  suppress  riotous  or  disorderly  conduct,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  and  be  liable  to  dismissal;  and 
any  legal  voter  or  householder  of  said  city  may,  without  breach  of  the  peace, 
apprehend  any  policeman  found  violating  the  provisions  hereof. 

Sec.  21.  The  Marshal  of  said  city,  or  his  assistant,  or  any  police  officer  of 
said  city  shall  arrest,  without  process,  any  person  violating  in  his  or  their 
presence  any  provision  of  this  ordinance,  and  take  such  offender  forthwith 
before  the  City  Judge  for  trial,  filing  complaint  of  such  offence,  or,  if  such 
arrest  be  made  on  Sunday,  or  in  the  night  time,  said  Marshal  or  his  Assist- 
ant, or  any  police  officer  of  said  city,  shall  commit  such  offender  to  jail,  or 
the  City  Prison,  or  otherwise  guard  him  until  ten  o'clock  of  the  next  ensu- 
ing morning,  when  such  trial  shall  proceed,  unless  continued  for  good  cause; 
and  such  officer  failing  to  perform  the  duty  required  of  him  by  this  section 
shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  22.  Said  Marshal  or  his  Assistant,  or  any  Police  Officer  of  said  city, 
is  hereby  empowered  and  enjoined  to  arrest,  with  or  without  process,  any 
person  who  in  the  night  time,  or  on  Sunday,  and  within  said  city,  or  one  mile 
therefrom,  shall  be  found  rioting,  fighting,  or  in  any  manner  disturbing  the 
public  peace,  and  said  Marshal,  or  any  person  acting  under  his  authority,  or 
any  police  officer  of  said  city  shall  commit  such  offender  to  jail,  or  to  the  City 
Prison  for  safe  keeping  until  complaint  against  him  can  be  made  before  the 
City  Judge:  Provided,  That  no  person  shall  be  so  imprisoned  longer  than 
until  10  o'clock  of  the  succeeding  day,  unless  such  succeeding  day  shall  be 
Sunday,  in  which  case  complaint  said  offender  shall  be  made  on  the  next 
following  Monday.  All  arrests  shall  be  subject,  of  course,  to  the  right  to  be 
admitted  to  bail  as  provided  by  law. 
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Sec.  23.  All  ordinances,  or  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  herewith,  are 
hereby  repealed  :  Provided,  That  no  action  pending  or  right  of  action  exist- 
ing in  favor  of  said  city  shall  be  affected,  but  all  such  actions  and  rights  of 
action  are  hereby  saved  and  continued. 

Sec.  24.  This  ordinance  shp.ll  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage  and 
publication  one  day  in  each  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  the  Indian- 
apolis Daily  Journal. 

Mr.  Davis  arose  to  a  point  of  order — he  stated  that  inasmuch  as 
His  Honor,  the  Majgr,  had  introduced  said  ordinance,  it  was  out  of 
order,  he,  the  Mayor,  not  being  a  representative  of  any  Ward. 

The  Chair  decided  that  the  point  was  not  well  taken. 

From  which  decision  an  appeal  was  taken. 

The  question  being,  shall  the  decision  of  the  Chair  be  sustained? 

Those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative  were  Councilmen  Coburn,  God- 
dard,  Jameson,  Kappes,  MacArthur,  Schmidt,  Seidensticker,  Stanton 
and  Woodburn — 9. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  negative  were  Councilmen  Brown,  Cottrell, 
Davis,  Foster,  Geisel  and  Henschen — 6. 

So  the  decision  of  the  Chair  was  sustained. 

On  motion,  the  Ordinance  was  then  read  and  acted  upon  section  by 
section. 

By  consent  the  word  "common"  was  inserted  before  the  word 
"  prostitute  "  in  the  first  section. 

Mr.  Brown  moved  to  strike  out  all  after  the  word  "  dollars,"  in 
the  1st  section,  and  called  for  the  ayes  and  noes. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative  were  Councilmen  Brown,  Cot- 
trell, Davis,  Foster,  Geisel  and  Henschen — 6. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  negative  were  Councilmen  Coburn,  God- 
dard,  Jameson,  Kappes,  MacArthur,  Schmidt,  Seidensticker,  Stanton 
and  Woodburn — 9. 

So  the  motion  to  strike  out  was  lost. 

By  consent  the  following  words,  "  he  shall  not  be  liable  to  the  pen- 
alty of  this  section,"  were  substituted  for  the  words  "  he  shall  be 
acquitted,"  at  the  close  of  the  2d  section. 
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Mr,  Brown  moved  to  strike  out  section  4. 

Mr.  Davis  called  for  the  ayes  and  noes. 

Those  "who  voted  in  the  affirmative  were  Councilmen  Brown,  Cot- 
trell,  Davis,  Foster,  Geisel,  Henschen,  MacArthur  and  Schmidt — 8. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  negative  were  Councilmen  Coburn,  God- 
dard,  Jameson,  Kappes,  Seidensticker,  Stanton  and  Woodburn — 7. 

So  the  motion  to  strike  out  was  adopted. 

By  consent  the  word  "  twelve  "  was  substituted  for  "  ten  "  in  the 
5th  section,  and  the  words  "Fall  Creek"  inserted  after  the  words 
"Pogue  Run." 

By  consent  " fifty  dollars "  was  inserted  in  lieu  of  "twenty-five 
dollars  and  forty  dollars"  in  the  6th  section. 

Mr.  Brown  offered  the  following  amendment  to  be  added  at  the 
close  of  the  6th  section  : 

And  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  City  Attorney  to  set  forth  in  each 
complaint  of  any  subsequent  violation  of  this  section,  the  fact  that  there  has 
been  a  first  or  previous  conviction. 

Which  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  all  after  the  word  "  thereof,"  down  to  and  including 
the  word  "  purposes,"  in  the  7th  section,  was  stricken  out. 

On  motion,  the  following  amendments  were  made  to  section  8  : 

Insert  after  the  words  "lessees  or"  the  words  "was  apprized; 
and  in  lieu  of  the  words  "  complete  and  sufficient  evidence,"  the 
words  "  prima  facie  evidence  ;"  and  before  the  word  "notification" 
the  word  "written;"  and  in  lieu  of  the  words  "any  citizen  or  offi- 
cer," the  words  "  two  responsible  citizens  or  officers." 

On  motion  by  Mr.  Seidensticker,  the  9th  section  was  stricken  out. 

By  consent  the  word  "  knowingly  "  was  inserted  before  the  word 
"  suffer,"  in  the  11th  section. 

By  consent  the  words  "  or  attempt  to  defraud  of,  or  obtain  from  " 
were  inserted  after  the  words  "  or  obtain  from  "  in  the  12th  section ; 
and,  also,  the  word  "exceeding"  was  stricken  out  in  same  section, 
and  the  words  "  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than." 
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Mr.  Schmidt  moved  to  strike  out  the  13th  section. 

The  ayes  and  noes  being  demanded,  those  who  voted  in  the  affirm- 
ative were  Councilmen  Coburn  Goddard,  Jameson,  MacArther,  Seid- 
ensticker,  Schmidt,  Stanton  and  Woodburn — 8. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  negative  were  Councilmen  Brown,  Cottrell, 
Davis,  Foster,  Geisel,  Henschen  and  Kappes — 7. 

So  the  motion  to  strike  out  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Brown  moved  to  strike  out  all  after  the  period  in  section  14, 
and  called  for  the  ayes  and  noes. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative  were  Councilmen  Brown,  Cot- 
trell, Davis,  Foster,  Henschen,  MacArthur  and  Schmidt — 7. 

Those^who  voted  in  the  negative  were  Councilmen  Coburn,  God- 
dard, Jameson,  Kappes,  Seidensticker,  Stanton  and  Woodburn — 7. 

There  being  a  tie  vote,  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  voted  in  the  nega- 
tive. 

So  the  motion  to  strike  out  was  lost. 

By  consent  the  words  "  and  taken,"  in  the  14th  section,  were  strick- 
en out,  and  the  following  words  added  at  the  end  of  said  section  : 
"  unless  they  prove  they  were  there  for  a  lawful  purpose." 

Pending  the  consideration  of  the  ordinance, 

On  motion  the  Council  adjourned.

Mr.  Schmidt  moved  to  strike  out  section  13  of  the  morality  ordi- 
nance, upon  which  the  ayes  and  noes  were  demanded. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative  were  Councilmen  Brown,  Cot- 
trell,  Davis,  Foster,  Geisel,  Henschen  and  Schmidt — 7. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  negative  were  Councilmen  Coburn,  God- 
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dard,   Jameson,    Kappes,   MacArthur,    Seidensticker,    Stanton    and 
Woodburn — 8. 

So  the  motion  to  strike  out  was  lost. 

Afterward  tho  vote  was  reconsidered,  and  Dr.  Jameson  moved  ^to 
strike  out  said  13th  section,  which  resulted  as  is  recorded  on  page

will  not  shut  the  doors  of  the  virtuous  and  upright  against  them,  and  thu? 
prevent  their  return  to  the  paths  of  virtue  and  honor.  They  beg  leave  fur- 
ther to  say  that  the  women  with  whom  they  have  been  living  have  notified 
them  of  their  intention  to  close  their  houses;  and  as  they  are  already  in  debt 
to  their  boarding  mistresses,  they  are  under  the  necessity  of  requesting  that 
the  relief  which  they  pray  herein  may  be  promptly  rendered.  And  as  in 
duty  bound  they  will  ever  pray,  &c.

Mr.  Brown  introduced  special  ordinance  No.  1 — 1869,  entitled : 

An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  lamp-posts,  lamps  and  fixtures

Indianapolis,  Dec.  29,  1869. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  some  time  since,  contracted  with  the'Coun- 
cil  to  pave  with  brick  and  curb  with  stone  the  east  sidewalk  of  Meridian  st., 
between  Maryland  and  Louisiana  streets.  After  the  work  was  finished,  the 
City  Engineer  required  extra  work  to  be  done,  not  mentioned  or  required 
by  the  contract,  or  by  the  notice  to  bidders.  This  work  was  bowldering  a 
rpace  about  six  inches  wide,  next  to  the  curbing  throughout  the  entire  length 
of  the  contract  This  bowldering  had  never  been  done  heretofore,  and  was 
not  specified  to  be  done  in  any  contract.  As  the  estimate  for  the  work  has 
been  made  out,  and  this  expense  has  not  been  charged  up  to  the  property 
holders,  the  expense  as  it  now  stands  is  borne  by  myself.  I  respectfully  ask 
the  Council  to  refund  to  me  the  amount  spent  in  doing  this  work,  which 
amount  is  $25.25,  as  certified  to  by  Mr.  Jacob  Rubush,  who  superintended 
the  work  for  me.  Respectfully  submitted,

To  to  the  Committee  of  Citizens  appointed  to  examine  the  subject  of  the 

Construction  of  Water    Works  for  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Committee,  made  at 
the  meeting  on  Thursday  last,  the  undersigned,  in  behalf  of  the  Central  Ca- 
nal Company,  beg  leave  to  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee, 
the  following  propositions ;  saying  in  the  first  place,  however,  that  we  have 
not  been  authorized  by  the  Canal  Company  to  bind  them  by  our  action,  but 
we  entertain  no  doubt  that  they  will  confirm  any  propositions  we  may  make 
in  their  behalf. 

1st.  We  assume,  that  if  water  works  are  to  be  built,  whether  by  th.e  city, 
or  by  a  corporation,  chartered,  or  to  be  chartered  by  the  city,  the  body  that 
constructs  the  works,  (in  case  the  Canal  is  resorted  to  for  water  or  for  power,) 
will  desire  to  own  and  control  the  entire  water  power  of  the  Canal,  and  we 
make  no  proposition,  therefore,  upon  any  other  basis. 

2d.  If  the  city  desires  to  take  the  Canal,  the  Company  will  transfer  it  en- 
tirely, from  Broad  Ripple  to  the  south  line  of  the  city,  with  such  leases,  real 
estate  and  rights,  as  the  Company  is  entitled  to  in  connection  with  it,  for  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  which  may  be  paid  in  7  per  cent,  bonds  of  the  city, 
payable,  with  interest  semi-annually,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  at  such  time 
as  the  city  may  determine. 

3d.  The  transfer  of  the  Canal,  if  made,  is  to  be  subject  to  the  rights  of 
the  present  lessees;  in  other  respects  the  title  will  be  clear  and  free  from  in- 
cumbrances. 

4th.  We  have  stated  to  some  of  the  citizens  here,  that,  in  case  a  chartered 
Company  should  undertake  the  construction  of  the  works,  and  the  Canal 
should  be  taken  for  the  power,  the  Canal  Company  would  take  a  considera- 
ble part  of  the  value  of  the  water  power  in  stock  of  the  Water  Works  Co.  ; 
but  we  have  become  satisfied,  upon  reflection,  that,  inasmuch  as  the  Canal 
Company  would  own  but  a  small  part  of  the  stock,  giving  them,  practically, 
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no  voice  in  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Water  Works  Company, 
those  whom  we  represent  would  not  be  willing  to  exchange  the  hydraulic 
power,  which  is,  to  some  extent,  under  their  own  control,  for  a  minor  share 
of  stock  in  the  Water  Y/orks  Company  ;  and  they  are  not  able  to  build  water 
works  from  their  own  means,  even  if  the  opportunity  to  do  so  were  offeree!

And  all  machinery  and  connections  needed 
to  render  said  engines,  pumps,  boilers,  &c,  &c,  complete  and  set  up  in  a  workman- 
like manner  in  pumping  works,  not  including  suction  pipes  in  pumping  well,  or 
discharge  pipes  from  pumps  to  supply  mains,  $77,000.00. 

It  will  further  be  seen  that  if  steam  power  is  used  an  additional  expense  must 
be  incurred  by  erecting  larger  and  more  expensive  building,  which  may  be  esti- 
mated as  follows :

Cost  of  smoke  stack,  or  chimney 2,800  00 

Cut  stone  caping  for  machinery 350  00

A  class  of  machinery  using  steam  power  under  the  Holly  system  comprised  of 
three  engines,  four  pumps,  and  all  parts  and  connections  complete,  with  a  maximum 
capacity  of  4,000,000  XL  S.  gallons  of  water  per  diem,  transportation  paid  and  said 
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machinery  and  pumps  set  up  in  a  workmanlike  manner,  within  a  pump  house,  in 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  will  cost  $52,000.00. 

I  am  also  requested  by  Charles  Keep,  Esq.,  Secretary  of  the  Holly  Manufactur- 
ing Company,  to  annex  to  these  estimates  terms  of  payment  for  such  machinery 
as  they  may  furnish,  which  are  as  follows: 

oixty-two  and  one-half  per  cent,  to  be  paid  in  monthly  estimates  as  the  work 
progresses,  previous  to  shipment^  and  the  balance,  thirty-seven  and  one-half  per 
cent,  when  the  work  is  set  up  in  Indianapolis  and  tested. 

One-third  of  the  above  sums  may  be  paid  in  twenty  year  seven  per  cent,  bonds 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  interest  payable  semi-annualiy  in  the  City  of  New 
York,     Bonds  to  be  taken  for  part  of  last  thirty. seven  and  one-half  per  cent. 

In  submitting  these  estimates,  I  would  say  that  the  time  allowed  me  was  so  lim- 
ited as  to  prevent  explanation  in  detail  on  some  items  that  may  not  be  clearly  un- 
derstood or  comprehended. 

I  would  also  say,  in  conclusion,  that  a  power  only  sufficient  to  furnish  4,000,000 
gallons  of  water  per  diem  might,  as  I  think,  be  adequate  to  supply  the  ordinary 
demands  of  the  city  and  at  the  same  time  furnish  a  sufficient  power  for  the  extin- 
guishment of  conflagration.

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  such  language  is  highly  reprehen- 
sible, alike  a  disgrace  to  Council  and  to  the  City,  prejudicial  to  the  honor  of 
the  latter  and  a  direct  insult  to  the  former,  and  that  Mr.  Davis  has  shown 
himself  to  be  a  libeler,  and  unworthy  to  occupy  a  seat  in  Council.

Your  petitioners  would  respectfully  represent  that  they  are  the  owners  of 
the  following  tract  or  parcel  of  land,  to  wit,  being  a  tract  50  feet  wide,  run- 
ning north  and  south  through  the  center  of  the  south  half  of  Block  96,  from 
South  street  north  to  McNabb  street,  situate  south  of  the  Union  Depot  in 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana. 

Your  petitioners  are  informed,  and  believe,  that  your  honorable  body  has 
heretofore  taken  such  action  as  to  order  and  decree  that  the  banks  of  Pogue 
Eun,  where  such  stream  passes  through  the  above  land,  should  be  protected 
with  a  heavy  stone  wall  of  solid  masonry,  costing  a  considerable  sum  of  mo- 
ney, the  contractors  estimate  being  the  sum  of  $ . 

Your  petitioners  are  informed  that  the  entire  cost  of  this  wall  has  been, 
by  order  of  the  Council,  assessed  against  the  property  holders  immediately 
adjoining,  and  that  a  precept  is  likely  to  issue  against  the  property  for  the 
payment  of  the  work. 

Your  petitioners  would  respectfully  represent  that  they  have  been  unable 
to  find  any  authority  in  the  City  Charter  which  gives  the  right  to  charge  th« 
property  adjoining  a  water  course  within  the  City  limits  with  improvements 
to  the  banks  or  bed  of  such  natural  water  course,  or  the  conversion  of  the 
same  into  a  common  sewer,  and  charging  the  adjoining  property  with  all  the 
cost  of  the  improvement. 

Your  petitioners  would,  in  addition,  respect/ully  submit  to  the  considera- 
tion of  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  members  of  the  Council,  that  the 
above  mentioned  stream,  Po.5ue  Run.  is  not  only  a  natural  water  course, 
draining  a  large  portion  of  the  city  extending  from  the  north-eastern  to  the 
south-western  city  limits,  but  that  it  is  a  common  sewer  of  great  advantage 
to  more  than  two  thirds  of  the  city,  and  that  the  improvement  or  protection 
of  its  banks,  widening,  deepening,  or  changing  its  natural  channel  so  as  to 
make  it  more  permanent  and  effective  for  the  object  sought  to  be  accom- 
plished, are  improvements  in  the  nature  of  a  general  sewer  which  in  justice 
should  not  be  charged  to  the  immediate  property  but  to  the  whole  city. 
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Your  petitioners,  therefore,  respectfully  ask  the  Council  to  review  their 
former  action  upon  this  subject  and  make  a  recision  of  their  former  orders 
in  reference  to  charging  the  property  adjoining,  and  that  such  order  be  pass- 
ed as  will  make  the  levy  for  this  improvement  out  of  the  general  fund.

All  that  part  of  said  city  bounded  on  the  south  by  New  York  street,  on  the 
west  by  Meridian  street,  on  the  north  by  North  street,  (from  Meridian  street 
to  the  termination  of  North  street  east,  thence  east  on  the  continuation  of  a 
line  from  the  center  of  North  street  to  the  Corporation  line)  and  on  the  east 
by  the  Corporation  line,  shall  constitute  the  First  Ward. 
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SECOND  WARD. 

All  that  part  of  said  city  bounded  on  the  south  by  the  northern  boundary 
of  the  First  Ward,  on  the  west  by  Meridian  street,  and  on  the  north  and 
east  by  the  Corporation  line,  shall  constitute  the  Second  Ward. 

THIRD  WARD. 

All  that  part  of  said  city  bounded  on  the  south  by  Washington  street  (from 
Meridian  street  west  to  Mississippi  street),  on  the  west  by  Mississippi  street, 
from  Washington  street  north  to  the  intersection  of  Indiana  Avenue,  thence 
north-west  by  Indiana  Avenue  to  W^st  street,  and  thence  north  by  West  st.. 
to  the  Corporation  line,  on  the  north  by  the  Corporation  line,  and  on  the  east 
by  Meridian  street  and  Circle  street,  (running  east  of  the  Governor's  Circle,) 
shall  constitute  the  Third  Ward. 

FOURTH  WARD.

All  that  part  of  said  city  bounded  on  the  north  by  Washington  street  from 
White  River  to  Delaware  street,  on  the  east  by  Delaware  street,  running 
south  to  Merrill  street,  on  the  south  by  Merrill  street,  running  west  from 
Delaware  street  to  Illinois  street,  thence  north  by  Illinois  street  to  Garden 
street,  thence  west  by  Garden  street  to  Mississippi  street,  thence  north  by 
Mississippi  street  to  Henry  street,  thence  west  by  Henry  street  to  Missouri 
street,  thence  north  by  Missouri  street  to  South  street,  thence  west  by  South 
street  to  Kentuck}'  Avenue,  thence  south  west  by  Kentucky  Avenue  to  White 
River,  and  on  the  west  by  White  River  and  the  Corporation  line,  shall  con- 
stitute the  Fifth  Ward. 

SIXTH  WARD. 

All  that  part  of  said  city  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  southern  boundary 
of  the  Fifth  Ward,  on  the  east  by  Delaware  street  south  to  Madison  Avenue, 
thence  south  by  Madison  Avenue  to  the  Corporation  line,  on  the  south  by 
the  Corporation  line,  and  on  the  west  by  White  River,  north  to  Kentucky 
Avenue,  shall  constitute  the  Sixth  Ward. 

SEVENTH  WARD.

NINTH  WARD.

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and  Circle  street,  (running  east  of  the  Governor's  Circle,)  on  the  north  by- 
New  York  street,  and  on  the  east  by  the  Corporation  line,  shall  constitute  the 
Ninth  Ward. 

Sec.  2.  The  several  Wards  shall  extend  to  the  center  of  the  streets  des- 
ignated as  their  boundaries. 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

Gentlemen  : — Some  two  months  ago  I  petitioned  the  Council  to  order  the 
refunding  to  me  of  a  tax  which  I  had  been  required  to  pay  on  some  personal 
property  assessed  in  the  name  of  Mrs.  E.  Mothershead,  for  the  year  1867,  on 
lots  Nos.  2  and  3,  in  square  74. 

Mrs.  Mothershead  died  in  the  early  part  of  1866,  a  year  before  this  assess- 
ment was  made.  The  return  must  therefore  be  illegal,  as  no  one  can  be  held 
responsible  for  the  payment  of  a  tax  upon  personal  property,  levied  a  year 
after  that  person's  death.

Gentlemen: — The  close  of  the  year,  and  the  present  almost  total  suspen- 
sion of  public  works,  suggests  to  me  the  propriety  of  presenting  to  your  hon- 
orable body  and  the  public,  a  comparative  statement  of  the  amount  of  meney 
expended  and  the  work  performed  by  me,  under  your  direction,  during  the 
year  1868. 

The  total  amount  of  appropriations  made  and  paid  by  the  City  Auditor, 
from  January  1  until  December  31,  1868,  for  work  done  in  my  department, 
is  $18,344.83. 

This  sum  represents  the  total  amount  of  resources  placed  at  my  disposal 
during  the  year  1868,  and  from  them  all  the  expenses  connected  with  my 
department,  including  the  overseer  of  the  chain-gang,  have  been  paid. 

With  this  amount  of  money  1  have,  during  the  year  1868,  performed  the 
following  work : 

1.  I  have  built  one  entire  new  bridge  across  the  Central  canal 

2.  Also  built  two  wooden  protection  walls  of  134  feet  long  each. 

3.  I  have,  also,  built  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  foot-bridges. 

4.  I  built  forty- seven  wooden  culverts,  from  18  to  145  feet  long. 

5.  I  built  three  stoue  culverts. 

6.  Cleaned  and  scraped  one  hundred  and  twelve  squares  of  bowldered 

streets. 

7.  I  opened  and  re-graded  the  gutters  in  three  hundred  and  thirty  squares. 

8.  I  filled  up,  with  gravel  and  spalt,  one  hundred  and  twenty-four  cross- 

ings. 

9.  Laid  down  four  flag  stone  crossings. 

10.  Built  fifty -six  yards  of  asphaltum  pavement,  and  set  thirty-four  lineal 

feet  of  curb  stone. 

11.  Reftoored  four  bridges  over  Pogues  Run  and  the  Central  Canal.

22      I  kept  both  market  squares  clean  during  the  last  year. 

23.  I  also  hired  a  man  for  receiving  gravel  86J-  days. 

24.  I  raised  the  Citizens'  Railroad  track,  on  Virginia  Avenue,  three-quar- 

ters of  a  mile  long. 

The  list  includes,  of  course,  only  the  larger  items  of  the  work  performed 
by  me,  and  set  forth  in  my  monthly  report.     Innumerable  small  jobs  of  re- 
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pairing  culverts,  foot  and  other  bridges,  streets,  gutters,  etc.,  which  have 
never  been  reported  by  me,  but  all  such  work  has  been  promptly  attended 
to  by  me  when  brought  to  my  knowledge. 

I  have  purchased  and  paid  for  all  the  materials,  as  well  as  for  the  labor 
necessary  in  my  department,  and  no  bills  or  debts  are  outstanding  against 
the  City  contracted  by  my  department.

Indianapolis,  Feb.  20,  1869. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — I  would  respectfully  present  the  following: 

1.  The  receipts  from  the  East  and  West  Market  Houses,  up  to  the  present 
date,  amount  to  $1,178.94,  as  shown  by  the  City  Treasurer's  books.  The  great- 
er proportion  of  this  has  been  collected  from  the  East  Market — the  West^ 
not  amounting  to  one-fifth,  nor  even  One-tenth  of  the  total*receipts.  Between 
this  and  the  first  of  June  next,  additional  receipts  of  money  for  permits,  &c, 
can  be  estimated  at  (at  least)  fifty  dollars;  which  will  swell  the  entire  pro- 
ceeds to  $1,228.94. 

The  above  estimate  of  receipts  from  the  markets  for  the  year  ending  June 
1,  1869,  will  fall  rather  below  than  above  the  amount  estimated;  and  had  the 
year  been  more  favorable  for  the  renting  of  stall,  the  receipts  would  have 
shown  a  healthy  increase  over  that  of  anv  preceding  year. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  to  your  honorable  body  that  the  Bast 
Market  House  (or  shed)  and  square  be  immediately  placed  on  a  war  footing. 
The  grounds  are  in  a  deplorable  condition.  The  grading  of  Wabash  street 
and  sidewalks,  between  Alabama  and  Delaware  streets,  instead  of  improving 
that  section,  only  made  it  worse,  as  the  filling  up  of  that  street  throws  all  the 
drainage  upon  the  Market  square.  I  can  see  no  permanent  remedy  for  this 
unless  the  North  sidewalk  of  the  market  is  widened  out  to  25  feet,  planked 
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on  entire  side  by  a  good  oak  curb;  the  intervening  space  between  it  and  Wa- 
bash street  graded  and  graveled,  and  the  whole  drained  by  a  gutter  empty- 
ing into  Delaware  street.  The  sidewalk  should  be  graveled  with  pit  gravel, 
as  thufc  will  beat  down  quicker  than  river. 

The  market  square  proper  should  also  be  regraded  and  graveled  in  such 
places  as  is  needed. 

Upon  the  opening  of  the  Spring  trade,  I  shall  need  some  new  beuches. 
Quite  a  number  this  winter  have  been  abstracted  from  both  market  houses. 
I  can  only  account  for  their  absence  by  a  scarcity  of  fuel  in  regions  thereabout. 

The  West  Market  House  must  be  either  rebuilt  or  trussed  up,  or  else  it 
will  fall  by  its  own  weight.  I  leave  that  matter  in  your  hands  without  any 
recommendation;  simply  advising  that  during  the  coming  year  the  rents  of 
stalls,  benches,  &c,  be  increased  to  half  the  rates  in  the  East  Market 

By  direction  of  the  Common  Council  in  July  last,  a  Saturday  afternoon 
Market  was  established  in  the  west  end,  which  during  the  summer  and  fall 
months,  was  unanimously  commended  and  patronized  by  the  citizens  of  that 
part  of  the  city.  During  the  winter  it  has  maintained  a  sickly  existence, 
while  the  morning  markets  died  out  entirely.  There  is  a  prospect  of  the  re- 
vival of  both  during  the  coming  month. 

2.  I  would  earnestly  recommend  the  stoppage  of  the  sale  of  cut  meats  on 
the  outside  of  the  market  houses.  I  make  this  recommendation  not  to  serve 
any  personal  end,  but  simply  irom  a  financial  point  of  view.  After  the  first 
of  next  June,  if  this  is  not  done,  not  a  bench  or  stand  will  be  sold.  The 
gardeners,  who  now  own  benches,  claim  that  the  crowd  is  now  attacted  to 
the  north  side  of  the  market,  and  that  they  are  going  there  also.  The  same 
is  said  by  gardeners  renting  posts  on  the  south  side.  The  ordering  of  all 
butchers  selling  cut  meats  to  the  inside  of  the  market  houses  will  not  ad- 
vance the  price  of  meat  one  cent,  will  place  all  upon  a  common  level,  and 
will  add  materially  to  the  finances  of  the  city.  An  examination  will  disclose 
•{I  think,)  this  fact  clearly  to  the  mind  of  all  the  Councilmen.

Gentlemen: — I  consider  it  necessary  to  make  the  following  statements  in 
reply  to  certain  inquiries  that  have  been  recently  made,  in  relation  to  the 
City  Scale  at  the  East  Market  House. 

It  is  known  that  I  have  had  charge  of  the  Scale  since  it  was  set  up.  It 
was  placed  on  the  Market  Space  by  the  Council,  at  the  instance  of  Mr.  Gros- 
venor,  of  the  Committee  on  Markets.  I  had  nothing  to  do  with  its  erection. 
He  informed  me,  as  also  did  the  man  who  put  the  Scale  up,  that  it  cost  about 
$225.00.  As  T  was  informed,  it  was  set  up  for  the  accommodation  of  the  pub- 
lic, both  of  the  city  and  the  country,  who  found  it  inconvenient  to  go  from 
the  Market  to  the  Scales  owned  by  private  parties  in  the  city  to  get  their 
weighing  done.  Many  also  preferred,  for  various  reasons,  to  weigh  on  a  pub- 
lic rather  than  on  a  private  Scalo. 

After  its  erection  it  was  found  that  it  would  not  pay  a  man  to  give  all  his 
time  to  it.  The  Committee  on  Markets  then  wished  to  know  of  me  if  I 
would  not  consent  to  take  it.  It  was  suggested  that  my  constant  presence 
on  the  Market  enabled  me  to  tend  to  the  Scale  better  than  any  one  else. 
The  terms  were  fixed,  and  I  was  requested  to  go  on  till  otherwise  directed 
by  the  Council.  On  these  conditions  I  took  charge  of  the  Scale,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Council. 

The  profits  have  not  exceeded  sixty  cents  per  diem  during  the  whole  year. 
In  the  fall  and  winter  and  early  spring  it  is  most  profitable.  The  remainder 
of  the  year  it  does  not  amount  to  anything  of  account.  To  make  anything 
at  any  time,  requires  constant  presence  on  the  Market. 

The  Council  ordered  that  if  purchasers  required,  coal  and  coke  should  be 
weighed  on  the  City  Scale  at  five  cents  per  load.  Since  this  order  I  have 
weighed  about  one  hundred  loads  of  a  ton  each,  more  or  less,  of  hard  coal, 
and  a  few  loads  of  soft  coal  or  coke. 

If  it  is  your  desire  for  me  to  continue  to  weigh  to  the  end  of  my  term,  the 
first  of  May  next,  I  am  willing  to  do  so.  If  you  can  find  some  other  man  to 
fill  the  place,  on  better  terms  for  the  public,  I  advise  you  to  get  him  by  all 
means.  Or  if  you  wish  to  close  up  the  Scale,  and  stop  weighing  for  tne  ac- 
commodation of  the  public,  it  is  under  your  direction 

The  Scale  is  a  good  one  and  is  in  good  order.     I  have  had  it  tested  several 
times,  and  am  sure  that  it  has  given  general  satisfaction  to  its  patrons. 
•     I  have  of  course  always  held  the  Scale  subject  to  any  order  the  Council 
might  see  proper  to  make,  and  shall  continue  to  do  so.

Gentlemen: — I  have  carefully  examined  the  questions  presented  by  the 
petition  of  L.  B.  Wilson,  Esq.,  and  have  come  to  the  conclusion,  not,  how- 
ever, without  much  hesitation,  that  the  assessment  complained  of  was  not 
fatally  defective.  In  Noble  v.  City  of  Indianapolis,  16  Ind.  506,  our  Supreme 
Court  held  that  an  assessment  in  the  name  of  Noah  Noble's  heirs  was  valid, 
and  in  Ronkendorf  v.  Taylor,  4  Peters  (U.  S.  Reports),  the  Supreme  Court 
held  an  assessment  against  "  Henry  Toland's  heirs"  sufficient.  I  think  these 
cases  analogous  to  Mr.  Wilson's,  and  that  they  determine  the  law  adversely 
to  his  claim.

Some  of  those  renters  of  stalls  situated  within  the  Market  Houses  contem- 
plated already  to  withdraw  from  renting  stalls  inside  of  the  Market  Houses 
as  soon  as  their  present  lease  will  expire,  and  intend  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  opportunity  granted  to  sell  under  more  favorable  circumstances  and 
terms  on  stalls,  stands  and  benches  outside  of  the  Market  Houses  by  re- 
duced rents  as  provided  by  the  city  ordinance. 

The  undersigned  therefore  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  this  branch 
for  proper  legislation,  and  respectfully  suggest  to  your  honorable  body,  to 
take  such  measures  and  pass  such  ordinances,  which  you  may  think  proper, 
which  will  remedy  the  evil  mentioned,  and  which  will  make  it  impossible  to 
elude  the  spirit  of  the  city  ordinance.

1  gave  your  honorable  body  an  opinion,  some  months  ago,  that  the  City 
was  not  legally  liable  to  pay  the  expense  of  relaying  or  raising  Street  Rail- 
way tracks.  Upon  consultation  with  the  Judiciary  Committee,  I  found  that 
they  entertained  a  different  opinion  1  again  examined  the  question,  and 
am  constrained  to  adhere  to  my  former  opinion,  and  with  all  deference  to 
hold  an  opinion  different  from  that  entertained  by  the  Judiciary  Committee. 

The  Committee  and  myself  are  united  In  the  opinion  that  the  property 
owners  e;  nnot,  in  any  event,  be  taxed  with  the  expense  of  raising  or  relay- 
ing the  track. 

I  respectfully  suggest  that  the  ordinance  provide  that  the  expense  of  rais- 
ing the  track  be,  in  the  first  instance,  paid  by  the  city,  and  by  the  city  col- 
lected of  the  Railway  Company.  This  will  obviate  all  questions  as  to  the 
validity  of  the  assessment  and  enable  the  question  to  be  properly  tried  be- 
tween the  Railway  Company  and  the  City.

Gentlemen: — On  last  Thursday  1  received  your  orders  of  the  19th  inst.  to 
prepare  a  Time  Table  for  the  Public  Lamps  for  the  year  ending  the  30th  of 
April,  18G9.  This  evening  I  can  only  report  the  Table  as  finished  to  end  of 
the  present  calendar  year. 

In  making  Table  for  the  first  four  months  of  1870,  the  first  step  to  be  taken 
is  to  calculate  the  rising  and  setting  of  the  moon.  As  yet  I  have  been  una- 
ble to  satisfy  myself  with  the  accuracy  of  anv  formulae  thus  far  found  and  by 
me  tested.  It  may  be  that  it  will  be  necessary  for  me  to  send  to  the  Director 
of  some  Observatory  for  this  information.  I  would,  therefore,  ask  your  au- 
thority to  do  so.  if  I  am  unsuccessful  in  my  own  attempts,  allowing  me  to 
certify  the  expense  of  the  same  for  payment  from  the  City  Treasury.
